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STORE SALES GUT 
BY ELIMINATING 
TRANSIT PASSES, 


RETAILERS SAY 


Merchants Retain Firm 
to Analyze Possible Ef- 
fects of Proposed Fare 
Rise — Findings May 


Be Used by City. 


Dollar volume of business in 
downtown stores and the number 
of customers patronizing them 
have been cut down noticeably by 
the elimination of the weekly 
transit pass, and merchants fear 
that the proposed new fare in- 
crease would make the situation 
worse, the Post-Dispatch learned 
yesterday. 

As a result, the Associated Re- 
tailers has notified John L. Wil- 
son, president of the Public Serv- 
ice Co., that it has retained an 
engineering and statistical firm 
specializing in public utilities to 
analyze the fare schedule which 
will come up for hearing before 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission at Jefferson City tomor- 


row. 
City May Get Report. 

If this concern, De Leuw & 
Cather of Chicago, advises the 
Associated Retailers that the Pub- 
lic Service Co.’s proposal is not 
completely justified, the store 
organization will provide the en- 
gineering firm’s services to the 
city of St. Louis to help oppose 
the fare schedule. It was learned 
on good authority that the city 
would welcome this assistance. 

Charles E. DeLeuw, a partner 
in the firm, will come here to 
inquire into the transit situation. 

The $1.50 weekly pass, which 
was popular with bus and street- 
car riders, was eliminated last 
March 7 under an order of the 
state commission. The Board of 
Aldermen has called for restora- 
tion of the pass system. 

Now the company wants to in- 
crease the fare from 10 cents to 
13 cents or two tokens for 25 
cents, set up a zone system with 
a Scent additional fare in the 
suburbs, and provide 20-cent 
round-trip tickets for adults be- 
tween morning and evening rush 
periods. . 

Retailers Surveyed. 

“Through a ctual survey 
among the members of our asso- 
ciation,” William H. Semsrott, 
president of the Associated Re- 
tailers, told the Post-Dispatch, 
“we know that abolition of the 
pass has reduced the number of 
customers in the stores. and the 
dollar volume of business. Other 
downtown business interests, not 
members of our association, have 
told us they have felt the same 
depressive effect. It is only nor- 
mal to assunie the company’s new 
proposal would worsen our situa- 


tion.” 
It was also found in the survey, 


Semsrott related, that volume of on 


customers and of sales was down, 
particularly in the small stores 
and specialty shops, where a more 
definite measure of the condition 
could be obtained. It was more 
difficult to gauge results in the 
larger stores, he added. 

One of the declines has been in 
noontime sales, said Semsrott. 
When the pass was in use, many 
persons employed on the fringe 
of the downtown section would 
go to the central business dis- 
trict in their lunch periods to 
shop or eat.

BYRNES ATTACKS 


Former Cabinet Member 
Says Program Would 
Make ‘Economic Slaves’ 
of American People. 


LEXINGTON, Va., June 18 (AP) 
—Former Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes said here today that 
some of the suggested new fed- 
eral programs “point inevitably to 
a welfare state.” 
“We are going down the road to 
stateism,” he said. “Where we will 
wind up no one can tell. But if 
some of the new programs seri- 
ously proposed should be adopted, 
there is danger that the individual 
—whether farmer, worker, Manu- 
facturer, lawyer, or doctor—will 
soon be an economic slave pulling 
an oar in the galley of the state.” 
Byrnes, who received an honor- 
ary doctor of laws degree from 
Washington and Lee University, 
was the principal speaker at exer- 
cises concluding the school’s year- 
long observance of its 200th anni- 
versary. 
The former cabinet member said 
“too many people are trying to 
transfer power to the Government. 
. . « We are not only transfer- 
ring too much power from the 
individual to the Government but 
we are transferring too many 
powers ‘of state governments to 
the Federal Government. 

‘Cradle to the Grave.’ 
“We should not have the federal 
government regimenting our lives 
from the cradle to the grave,” he 
warned. 
He pointed out every segment of 
society is demanding special priv- 


prices, the wage earner wants in- 
creased wages, pensions and hos- 
pitalization. Too many people 
want more pay for less work, he 
added. 

Byrnes called for a reduction in 
federal spending and federal pow- 


s. 
“Our first line of defense is a 
sound, solvent American economy,” 
he said. The Wartime Director 
of Economic Stabilization suggest- 
ed that “the only wise course is 
to reduce expenditures and live 
within our income.” 

For Cut in Expenditures. 
Byrnes suggested that expendi- 
tures for purposes other than 
fixed obligations and the national 
defense be cut or deferred. | 
“Because several appropriation 
bills have passed both houses, it 
is very difficult, if not impossible, 
now for the Congress to make the 
necessary reduction.

The practice, known in legisla- 
tive parlance as “log-rolling,” is 
not new in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, but it exists this year to a 
far greater degree than at any 
time within the writer’s forty-two 
years of experience in reporting 
legislative proceedings. 

Every member of the Legisla- 
ture takes this oath: 

“I do solemnly swear, or affirm, 
that I will support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and of 
the State of Missouri, and 
FAITHFULLY PERFORM THE 
DUTIES OF MY OFFICE and 
that I will not knowingly re- 
ceive, directly or indirectly, any 
money or other valuable thing for 
the performance or non-perform- 
ance of any act or duty pertaining 
to my office, other than the com- 
pensation allowed by law.” 

The pledge to perform his duty 
faithfully could only mean that a 
legislator would within the best 
of his knowledge and ability sup- 
port or oppose legislation on its 
merits. It could not mean that 
he could honestly make a deal for 
his vote without regard to the 
merits of the proposal. 

Matters of Common Discussion. 

The reports of the trades are 
matters of common discussion in 
both Senate and House corridors 
with names freely mentioned. 

The traders do not go about 
publicly talking about their deals, 
but many of them become known 
when supporters or opponents of 
a bill discuss with other members 
the number of votes they can 
count on, often revealing in a con- 
fidential way just how they were 
able to line up certain members. 
These talks leak out, and fre- 
quently the roll calls provide sup- 
porting if not conclusive evidence 
of the deals. 

The measures on which the 
greatest amount of trading has 
gone on are the effort to adopt 
the eMergency clause to Gov. 
Forrest Smith’s 4cent gasoline 
tax bill for rural country road 
building, the efforts of the Bi- 
naggio political ring in Kansas 
City and the County Court of St. 
Louis County for authority to im- 
pose a 2 cents a pack tax on 
cigarettes, the bill to abolish 
township organization form of 
government in 23 counties, and 
the bill to make the “Missouri 
Waltz” the official state song. 

A part of the group of legisla- 
tors from township organization 
counties traded outright with sup- 
porters of the emergency clause 
on the gas tax-road bill. 

Takes Proposal to Governor. 

One of them éven went to Gov. 
Smith with a proposal that he 
would vote for the emergency 
clause if the Governor would veto 
the township organization bill if 
it passed. All he got from the 
visit was a statement by the Gov- 
ernor that he was not making any 
deals. However, and significantly, 
he was told a. few hours later 
by one the principal supporters 
of the Governor’s bill that “the 
Governor had lost interest in the 
township organization bill.” 

At one time it appeared that 
the township bill would be passed, 
or at least that the vote would be 
close, but when it was called up 
one day this week it received only 
17 votes, 78 being required for its

Nearly half of Missouri’s welfare 
wards, including the indigent and 
the mentally ill, are facing an- 
other two years of dire poverty 


and seriously inadequate care be- 
cause of legislative, indifference 
and. subservience to pressure 
politics. 

With final action on appropri- 
ation bills coming to a head, the 
General Assembly is preparing to 
distribute a major part of the 
state’s vast revenues in com- 
pliance with the demands of po- 
litical office holders and pressure 
groups, and give virtually no con- 
sideration to the needs of the un- 
employable poor and the insane. 


Welfare recipients whose sup- of 


port and care is again in jeopardy 
because of meager state financial 
support include 36,522 needy per- 
sons on relief, who currently are 
receiving an average of $12.96 a 
month; 61,145 dependent children, 
whose aid averages $20.98 a month, 
and the 14,700 patients in state 
eleemosynary institutions. 

On the other hand, Missouri's 
123,000 politically potent old-age 
pensioners, whose welfare is me- 
ticulously guarded by vote-seeking 
legislators, are in no real danger 
of having their needs ignored. 

Restoration Expected. 

Despite a temporary 10 per cent 

cut in House-approved pension

funds voted by the Senate last 
Friday, the Legislature is expected 
to restore most, if not all, of the 
reduction so pensioners will con- 
tinue to receive checks averaging 
more than $42 a month for the 
next two years. 

It is estimated the _ state will 
have $207,000,000 in general reve- 
nues for the 1949-51 biennium, be- 
ginning July 1. Of that, the Legis- 
lature probably will give $155,000,- 
000 to the schools, colleges, old age 
pensioners, state elective officials | 
and departments not under the | 
meirt system. All these recipients | 
maintain effective pressure for 
funds. | 

Relief recipients, dependent chil- | 
dren and the mental institutions 
will have to share the remaining 
$52,000,000 with various other de- 
partments and agencies of state 
government. 

Demonstrating a complete dis- 
regard for the necessity of pro- 
viding sufficient funds for all 
public welfare programs, not just 
those involving political advan- 
tage, the Senate last week slashed 
$1,000,000 off an already skimpy 
House allotment of $9,000,000 for 
direct relief. 

This disregard also was demon- 
strated earlier when the Senate 
cut $2,552,000 from House appro- 
priations for the five mental hos- 
pitals and two training schools 
for the feeble-minded. This cut 
seriously threatens to delay for 
two years efforts to improve the 
standards of the institutions. 

Present Payments. 

Present relief payments aver- 
aging $31.02 a month for a family 
and $12.96 for an individual, pro- 
vide only 55 per cent of their 
minimum needs, as estimated by 
the State Welfare Division. 

Should the Senate $8,000,000 bi- 
ennial allotment be finally ac- 
cepted, family relief payments 
would have.to be reduced to about 
$24.50 and individual aid to $10.07 
a month. . 

Various state welfare offices’ 
records are replete with cases of 
extreme poverty and ‘suffering by 
relief clients, who are wholly de- 
pendent upon whatever the state 
gives them for their existence. A 
further reduction in grants could 
only make such conditions more 
acute.

Dollar volume of business in 
downtown stores and the number

yesterday. 

As a result, the Associated Re- 
tailers has notified John L. Wil- 
son, president of the Public Serv- 
ice Co., that it has retained an 
engineering and statistical firm 
specializing in public utilities to 
analyze the fare schedule which 
will come up for hearing before 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission at Jefferson City tomor- 
row. 

City May Get Report. 

If this concern, De Leuw & 
Cather of Chicago, advises the 
Associated Retailers that the Pub- 
lic Service Co.’s proposal is not 
completely justified, the store 
organization will provide the en- 
gineering firm’s services to the 
city of St. Louis to help oppose 
the fare schedule. It was learned 
on good authority that the city 
would welcome this assistance. 


Charles E. DeLeuw, a partner 
in the firm, will come here to 
inquire into the transit situation. 

The $1.50 weekly pass, which 
was popular with bus and street- 
car riders, was eliminated last 
March 7 under an order of the 
state commission. The Board of 
Aldermen has called for restora- 
tion of the pass system. 

Now the company wants to in- 
crease the fare from 10 cents to 
13 cents or two tokens for 25 
cents, set up a zone system with 
a Scent additional fare in the 
suburbs, and provide 20-cent 
round-trip tickets for adults be- 
tween morning and evening rush 


periods. 
Retailers Surveyed. 

“Through a ctual survey 
among the Members of our asso- 
ciation,” William H. Semsrott, 
president of the Associated Re- 
tailers, told the Post-Dispatch, 
“we know that abolition of the 
pass has reduced the number of 
customers in the stores. and the 
dollar volume of business. Other 
downtown business interests, not 
members of our association, have 
told us they have felt the same 
depressive effect. It is only nor- 
mal to assunie the company’s new 
proposal would worsen our situa- 
tion.” 

It was also found in the survey, 
Semsrott related, that volume of 
customers and of sales was down, 
particularly in the small stores 
and specialty shops, where a more 
definite measure of the condition 
could be obtained. It was more 
difficult to gauge results in the 
larger stores, he added. 

One of the declines has been in 
noontime sales, said Semesrott. 
When the pass was in use, many 
persons employed on the fringe 
of the downtown section would 
go to the central business dis- 
trict in their lunch periods to 
shop or eat. 

“The decline,” he continued, 
“has been especially marked in 
store restaurants and in special- 
ized departments, such as phono- 
graph records and women’s 
jewelry. Business is down on 
Monday nights, too. There was 
much evidence from the custo- 
mers that they didn’t like the 
higher fares. Some of their com- 
Ment was spontaneous.” 

Study Directed by Semsrott. 

Semsrott proposed and diszected 
the survey, which he emphasized 
Was on a factual basis of the 
effect of the change in the fare 
schedule. Mere opinions ‘were 
ruled out of consideration, he 
said. No standardized form was 
used, but each store reported on 
its own findings in its own way. 
The Associated Retailers has 75 
members, all but four of whom 
are in business downtown. It 
includes all the larger retail 
stores. 

Semsrott told Wilson there was 
no question on the part of the 
Associated Retailers to the right 
of Public Service Co. to a fair 
profit on its investment under 
economical and efficient service.

Former Cabinet Member 
Says Program Would 
Make ‘Economic Slaves’ 
of American People. 


LEXINGTON, Va., June 18 (AP) 
—Former Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes said here today that 
some of the suggested new fed- 
eral programs “point inevitably to 
a welfare state.” 

“We are going down the road to 
stateism,” he said. “Where we will 
wind up no one can tell. But if 
some of the new programs seri- 
ously proposed should be adopted, 
there is danger that the individual 
—whether farmer, worker, Manu- 
facturer, lawyer, or doctor—will 
soon be an economic slave pulling 
an oar in the galley of the state.” 

Byrnes, who received an honor- 
ary doctor of laws degree from 
Washington and Lee University, 
was the principal speaker at exer- 
cises concluding the school’s year- 
long observance of its 200th anni- 
versary. 

The former cabinet member said 
“too many people are trying to 
transfer power to the Government. 
. . « We are not only transfer- 
ring too much power from the 
individual to the Government but 
we are transferring too many 
powers ‘of state governments to 
the Federal Government. 

‘Cradle to the Grave.’ 

“We should not have the federal 
government regimenting our lives 
from the cradle to the grave,” he 
warned. 

He pointed out every segment of 
society is demanding special priv- 
ileges—the farmer wants higher 
prices, the wage earner wants in- 
creased wages, pensions and hos- 
pitalization. Too many people 
want more pay for less work, he 
added. 

Byrnes called for a reduction in 
federal spending and federal pow- 
ers. 

“Our first line of defense is a 
sound, solvent American economy,” 
he said. The Wartime Director 
of Economic Stabilization suggest- 
ed that “the only wise course is 
to reduce expenditures and live 
within our income.” 

For Cut in Expenditures. 
Byrnes suggested that expendi- 
tures for purposes other than 
fixed obligations and the national 
defense be cut or deferred. — 
“Because several appropriation 
bills have passed both houses, it 
is very difficult, if not impossible, 
now for the Congress to make the 
necessary reduction. 

“Congress should authorize and 
direct the President to make the 
reduction necessary to bring the 
expenditures within our income. 
“It would be equivalent to Con- 
gress granting the President in 
this emergency the power to veto 
items in an appropriation bill 
without reserving the power to 
override the veto. 

“Congress will have fixed the 
maximum appropriations and 
would confer upon the President 
only the power to reduce,” Byrnes 
said. 


The practice, known in legisla- 
tive parlance as “log-rolling,” is 
not new in the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, but it exists this year to a 
far greater degree than at any 
time within the writer’s forty-two 
years of experience in reporting 
| legislative proceedings. 


Every member of the Legisla- 
ture takes this oath: 

“I do solemnly swear, or affirm, 
that I will support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and of 
the State of Missouri, and 
FAITHFULLY PERFORM THE 
DUTIES OF MY OFFICE and 
that I will not knowingly re- 
ceive, directly or indirectly, any 
money or other valuable thing for 
the performance or non-perform- 
ance of any act or duty pertaining 
to my office, other than the com- 
pensation allowed by law.” 

The pledge to perform his duty 
faithfully could only mean that a 
legislator would within the best 
of his knowledge and ability sup- 
port or oppose legislation on its 
merits. It could not mean that 
he could honestly make a deal for 


his vote without regard to the 
merits of the proposal. 
Matters of Common Discussion. 
The reports of the trades are 
matters of common discussion in 
both Senate and House corridors 
with names freely mentioned. 
The traders do not go about 
publicly talking about their deals, 
but many of them become known 
when supporters or opponents of 
a bill discuss with other members 
the number of votes they can 
count on, often revealing in a con- 
fidential way just how they were 
able to line up certain members. 
These talks leak out, and fre- 
quently the roll calls provide sup- 


porting if not conclusive evidence 
of the deals. 

The measures on which the 
greatest amount of trading has 
gone on are the effort to adopt 
the eMergency' clause to Gov. 
Forrest Smith’s 4cent gasoline 
tax bill for rural country road 
building, the efforts of the Bi- 
naggio political ring in Kansas 
City and the County Court of St. 
Louis County for authority to im- 
pose a 2 cents a pack tax on 
cigarettes, the bill to abolish 
township organization form of 
government in 23 counties, and 
the bill to make the “Missouri 
Waltz” the official state song. 

A part of the group of legisla- 
tors from township organization 
counties traded outright with -sup- 
porters of the emergency clause 
on the gas tax-road bill. 

Takes Proposal to Governor. 

One of them éven went to Gov. 
Smith with a proposal that he 
would vote for the emergency 
clause if the Governor would veto 
the township organization bill if 
it passed. All he got from the 
visit was a statement by the Gov- 
ernor that he was not making any 
deals. However, and significantly, 
he was told a. few hours later 
by one the principal supporters 
of the Governor’s bill that “the 
Governor had lost interest in the 
township organization bill.” 

At one time it appeared that 
the township bill would be passed, 
or at least that the vote would be 
close, but when it was called up 
one day this week it received only 
17 votes, 78 being required for its 
passage. There were 67 votes 
against it, and the other Members 
either refrained from voting or 
voted “present.” The traders had 
done their job well. 

The cigarette tax bill, if passed, 
is expected to produce about 
$1,000,000 a year in St. Louis 
county and a considerably larger 
sum in Jackson county, the only 
two areas to which it would \ap- 
ply.

On the other hand, Missouri’s 
123,000 politically potent old-age 
pensioners, whose welfare is me- 
ticulously guarded by vote-seeking 
legislators, are in no real danger 
of having their needs ignored. 

Restoration Expected.

This cut 
seriously threatens to delay for 
two years efforts to improve the 
standards of the institutions. 


Present Payments. 

Present relief payments aver- 
aging $31.02 a month for a family 
and $12.96 for an individual, pro- 
vide only 55 per cent of their 
minimum needs, as estimated by 
the State Welfare Division. 

Should the Senate $8,000,000 bi- 
ennial allotment be finally ac- 
cepted, family relief payments 
would have.to be reduced to about 
$24.50 and individual aid to $10.07 
a month. . 

Various state welfare offices’ 
records are replete with cases of 
extreme poverty and ‘suffering by 
relief clients, who are wholly de- 
pendent upon whatever the state 
gives them for their existence.

Ford Motor Co. asked the CIO 
United Auto Workers today to 
withdraw their pension and wage 
demands for the next 18 months 
and to agree to peg wage rates 
during that time to the cost of 
living.

Ford said it would reject “any 
change in our contract which 
would mean higher labor costs— 
whether in the form of wage in- 
creases or pensions, and other 
welfare funds.” It contends its 
average hourly wage of $1.65 is 
above the industry average. 

“We must oppose any program 
which means higher wages but 


fewer jobs,” said John Bugas, vice 
president of Ford. 
Union Rejects Proposal. 


The UAW promptly termed the

(B) The low-rent public hous- 
ing program in H.R. 4009 will au- 
thorize federal assistance for the 
construction of 1,500,000 housing 
units. These units will be con- 
structed by private builders un- 
der contracts let by local public 
housing authorities, which are 
agencies of stcte and local gov- 
ernment. 

The construction cost will be 
financed through bonds issued by 
the local authorities and sold to 
private investors. The bill au- 
thorizes a revolving fund of 
$1,500,000,000 for loans to these 
local housing authorities. It is 
expected that this authority will 
be used principally to support 
temporary financing of the proj- 
ects during construction. Any 
loans so made are to be repaid 
to the Government with interest. 

Annual Contributions. 

The major federal assistance 
provided by the bill will be in the 
form of annual contributions to 
local housing authorities’ in 
amounts required to make up the 
difference between the _ rents 
which low-income families can af- 
ford to pay and the costs of op- 
eration and maintaining the proj- 
ects and retiring their bonded in- 
debtedness. The bill established 
maximum limits for such annual 
contributions, when al] the con- 
struction has been completed, of 
$400,000,000 per year for 40 years. 
In fact, however, experience with 
public housin ng projects built un- 
der the United States housing act 
of 1937 has demonstrated that the 
actual contribution required on 
the average will be less than the 
maximum which must be author- 
ized. <A fair estimate of the an-

(D) The farm housing program 
4009 will authorize a loan 
fund totaling $250,000,000. Loans 


made under this authority, to fi- 


nance the construction or im- 
provement of farm housing and 
buildings, will be repaid, with in- 
terest. In addition, for farmers 
whose incomes are now insuffi- 
cient to guarantee repayment of 
such loans, but whose farms can 
ibe made self-sustaining through a 

program of farm improvements, 
the bill authorizes the Secretary 


of Agriculture to meet part of the 


debt payments by making contri- 
butions for not more than 10 years 
and totaling not more than $50,- 
000,000. Furthermore, to assure a 
minimum standard of decency for 
farmers on sub-marginal farms 
which cannot be made self-sus- 
taining the bill authorizes $12,- 
500,000 in grants to finance mini- 
mum repairs to farm houses and 
buildings. Thus the actual cost to 
the Federal Government of this 
farm housing program, except for 


-administrative expenses, is expect- 
‘ed to be not more than $62,500,000 
‘over a period of some 10 to 15 


years. 

These facts demonstrate the 
inaccuracy of the real estate 
lobby’s propaganda. In order to 
reach their “estimate” of total 
cost, they assumed the max- 
imum possible annual federal 
pin gc ae for low-rent hous- 

ing (which will not occur), they 
counted federal loans as “costs” 
—(when in fact they are to be 
repaid, with interest)—and on 
top of that they added on a few 
hundred million fictitious dol- 
jars for which the bill offers no 
shred of support! This is a 
shocking example, of an attempt 
to deceive the public and to 
stampede members of Congress. 
I am confident that the House 
will not be misled by such tac- 
tics. 

The real issue involved in this 
bill is whether the Federal Gov- 
ernment should provide practi- 
cal, workable and carefully lim- 
ited assistance in improving the 
standard of housing of the 
American people and relieving 
the conditions of slum housing 
in which too many of our fam- 
ilies are now forced to live. 

Of course this will cost money— 
and the facts on the cost are stat- 
ed above. When the actual costs 
are balanced against the poten- 
tial benefits to the welfare—and 
indeed the national security—of 
our people, I believe there can be 
only one answer-—to enact this 
legislation. Apparently the Real 
Estate Lobby is of the same 
opinion, since it refuses to debate 
the bill on its merits, but instead 
is resorting to false propaganda.

‘Furthermore, the bill requires 
local public housing authorities to 
re-examine tenants’ incomes each 
year, to adjust rents upward where 
appropriate, and to require fami- 


lies to move whose incomes have | 


risen to a point where they can 
afford adequate private housing, 
so that additional low-income fami- 
lies can be admitted to the project. 


| Actual experience in the present | 
low-rent public housing projects, | 
built under the 1937 act, demon-| 


strates that the bill will work in 
practice the way it is intended. In 
the first half of 1948, the average 
income of the families admitted to 
the present low-rent projects was 
$1480. The average family income 
of all tenants in these projects who 
were eligible to remain was $1590. 
These figures are well below the 
average of the lowest one-third of 
city and town family incomes. 


Under these circumstances, it 
is obvious that “the poor,” as the 
real estate lobby calls them, are 
precisely those who will benefit 
from public housing. 


In recent years a number of 
families have been permitted to 
stay in public housing projects 
even though their incomes rose 
above the upper limit. This was 
done in some cases in order to 
provide housing for war workers. 
In other cases because of the 
acute housing shortage since the 
war.

Before the local agency can re- 
quest federAl assistance, its pro- 
posals and plans must be specific- 
ally approved by the local city 
council or other governing body. 
The members of the local boards 
responsible for making plans, 
awarding contracts, supervising 
clearance or construction work, 
and operating the housing proj- 
ects, are appointed not by Federal 
officials but by the mayors or 
governing bodies of the local 
municipality. The role of the fed- 
eral government is very carefully 
restricted by this bill to furnish- 
ing technical advice and financial

City of St. Louis. 

The city will contend, under this 
plan of attack, that the profit 
would be $2,750,000 for the stock- 
holders, after payment of interest 
on debt. 
commission in its fare petition, on 
which a public hearing will start 
tomorrow at Jefferson City, that 
the sum which would be available 
for surplus, contingencies and div- 
idends (that is, for the stock- 
holders) would average $1,450,000 
a year. 

Reason for Difference. 

The $800,000 difference arises 
from the company’s intention, 
which it mentioned in the petition, 
of using an average of that much 
annually for the next five years 
tc help provide cash for its pro- 
gram of replacing and adding to 
rolling stock and other facilities. 

It is the city’s contention that 
the $800,000 actually would be part 
of the return on investment, or 
profit, under usual rate-making 
procedures. Whether the company 
chose to plow this part of its 
earnings back into the business to 
maintain the property in good 
operating condition, or to pay it 
out in dividends or leave it in the 
surplas fund belonging to the 
stockholders, the $800,000 would 
go to the benefit of the stock- 
holders, the city is expected to 
insist. 

City counsel probably will take 
up the matter either in eross ex- 
amination of company witnesses or 
in a direct presentation by city 
witnesses. 

Fare Is Issue for Public. 

The issue in the hearing of con- 
cern to the public will be the 
price of a ride, but the basic ques- 
tion before the commission will 
be the end result of its rate- 
making process—how much profit 
should be allowed for the owners 
of the stock.

A demand that Chief of Police 
Arthur Wylie of Fairmont City 
be fired was made yesterday by 
representatives and supporters of 
the Mine, Mill & Smelter Workers 
Union, 

Robert Hollowwa, international 
representative of the Mine, Mill 
& Smelter Workers, charged that 
Chief Wylie has permitted officers 
of the Progressive Metal Work- 
ers’ Council to “intimidate citizens 
of Fairmont City.” Hollowwa de- 
livered the demand that Wylie be 
fired to Mayor Anthony Thomas, 
retired businessman, at the May- 
or’s home. Eight members of the 
women’s auxiliary also appeared 
at the Mayor’s home and made a 
similar request. The women, 
headed by Miss Muniz, demanded 
“protection.” 

Mayor Thomas told reporters 
he had “taken cognizance” of the 
complaints against Wylie. “We 
will take it up later,.I do not wish 
to cause any further trouble at 
the moment,” Mayor Thomas ob- 
served. 

Pictures “Civil War.” 

The Mayor added that the situ- 
ation “is a civil war, with old 
friends now on opposite sides.” 
He said- the situation had been 
difficult for Chief Wylie, and city 
and police officials had endeav- 
ored to “stay in the center of the 
road.” 

It was further charged by mem- 
bers of the Smelter Workers’ fac- 
tion that Chief Wylie permitted 
Joseph Verdu, who was arrested 
shortly before the fight started 
on a charge of carrying concealed 
weapons, to use the police tele- 
phone to summon “reinforce- 
ments.” The shooting followed the 
appearance on the scene of Angelo 
Verdu. 

Chief Wylie denied that Verdu 


made a call over the police tele- 
phone, Referring to a statement 
by Hollowwa that Verdu and the 
latter’s supporters have been 
transported in the Fairmont Citys 
police car, Wylie said: “We ride 
members of the Smelter Workers’ 
Union around too. “The chief 


added, “I’m-a nonpartisan police 
officer, and all these men former- 
ly were friends.” 

Members of the Mine, Mill & 
Smelter Workers group denied 
that Ryan was being attacked 
when he began firing his revolv- 
er into the crowd. Several wit- 
nesses charged that Ryan “jumped 
out of a car and began firing.” 
Chief Wylie said the appearance 
on Angelo Verdu and a group of 
supporters, including Ryan, set 
off the serious rioting.” The situa- 
tion was in hand, and the crowd 
was breaking up and _ starting 
home when Angelo and a group 
drove up,” the chief said. 

Riot Follows Arrests. 

The fighting broke into a riot 
after Joseph Verdu, Edward Mar- 
tinez and the latter’s 16-year-old 
daughter, Virginia, were arrested 
following a complaint that they 
were parading in front of the 
Martinez home, carrying revolvers 
and a shotgun. The complaint was 
made to Chief Wylie by members 
of the Mine, Mill & Smelter fac- 
tion. 
A crowd formed outside the 
combination City Hall and Police 
Station while Verdu and his two 
companions were being booked on 
charges of carrying concealed 
weapons. The arrival of Angelo 
Verdu, Ryan and other associates 
of Joseph Verdu precipitated the 
riot. Women screamed, fought 
and kicked, and children in the 
crowd were knocked down. After 
Petroski and Rodriguez were 
wounded, Ryan fired a third shot, 
which passed through the leg of 
Reid’s trousers. 

Ryan, who is a member of a

Council, was treated at St. Mary’s 
Hospital for head injuries suf- 
fered when police used force to 
disarm him.

Last year, Public Service Co.

However, it has 
been faced this year with a wage 
increase for employes estimated to 
cost $1,350,000 or more (before al- 
lowance for income tax deduction) 
and with a reported drop in vol- 
ume of passengers. 

Public Service Co. has paid a 
dividend as high as $1 a share a 
year, and last year it paid 50 
cents a share, or 12% cents a 
quarter. It declared a 12%-cent 
dividend for the first quarter of 
this year but, after operating at 
a reported loss in that quarter, it 
skipped a dividend for the second 
quarter. This was the first time 
it has failed to pay a regular 
dividend since’ the present cor- 
poration, established late in 1939, 
began making such distributions 
to stockholders in 1942 under the 
impetus of the wartime riding 
boom. 

One day last week the stock fell 
to a new low since 1942—$3.87% a 


share on the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change, after which it picked up a 
ttle. It has sold as high as 
117.50 a share, in 1946. Utility 
rates are regulated on the basis 
of actual investment in property, 
not on cost of securities to in- 
vestors, each of whom may have 
paid a different price. 
Yield to National City. 

However, it is of interest to 

note that National City Lines, 
which began buying into Fvblic 
Service Co. before the St. Louis 
concern proved to be a money- 
maker, paid an average of not 
quite $2.17 a share for its stock. 
If Public Service Co. should be 
permitted to earn $2,250,000 a year 
for its stock, or almost $1.51 a 
share, that would be an annual 
yield of 69.6 per cent on the hold- 
ing company’s investment. 
_ National City Lines disclaims 
control of Public Service Co., but 
by various recognized standards it 
is able to and does exercise what 
amounts to control. No other 
owner of stock hat more than a 
very small percentage of the 
shares. 

In contrast to the flat statement 
of Public Service Co.’s petition for 
higher fares, that about $1,450,000 
@ year would be available under 
its plan for “the surplus and con- 
tingencies and dividends,” a pub- 
lic statement issued by the com- 
pany when it filed the petition 
spoke of the proposed stock earn- 
ing as $2,250,000. 

-_ Statement by Head of Firm. 
When the Post-Dispatch inquired 
of John L. Wilson, president of 
Public Service Co., as to how the 
$800,000 item would be treated in 
the company’s accounting, he said 
the $2,250,000 figure would be 
shown as net income transferred 
to surplus, and that then the 


the surplus. By common account- 
ing practice, the surplus is the 
property of the stockholders. 

Earning of $2,250,000 for the 
stock, plus the approximately $200,- 
000 required for interest on the 
relatively small debt, would 
amount to a return of 5.12 per 
cent on the rate base or invest- 
ment now claimed by Public Serv- 
ice Co. (There is no indication of 
a challenge of any large part of 
the rate base.) Similarly, a $1,450,- 
000 earning on the stock would 
translate into a 3.45 per cent re- 
turn on that rate base. 

The base, as used above, reflects 
no charge against the company’s 
depreciation reserve fund, Public 
Service Co., unlike most utilities 
in the state, is not now subject 
to the Missouri commission’s wide- 
ly known Order 38A, which sets 
up a partially offsetting charge on 
depreciation reserves. If Order 
38A were applied to Public Serv- 
ice Co., a $2,250,000 stock earning 
would mean a 6 per cent return 
on the rate base, while a $1,450,000 
stock earning would mean a 4.33 
per cent return. 


If the Missouri commission’s 
policy were like that of many 
other utility regulatory bodies, the 
entire amount of the depreciation 
reserve would be deducted from a 
utility’s rate base. Applied to 
Public Service Co., this would 
mean a 7.24 per cent return where 
the stock earnings was $2,250,000, 
or a 4.88 per cent return where 
the stock earnings was $1,450,000. 

Practice of Commission. 

It has been the Missouri com- 
mission’s practice to consider, in 
general, that a 6.5 per cent return 
under Order 38A was not unreéa- 
sonable. Public Service Co. has 
set up the contention in the pres- 
ent fare case that it is entitled to 
a higher rate of return on its 
property investment than other 
utilities because of “its competi- 
tive position, its lack of monopoly, 
and the narrow margin of its op- 
erating expenses to gross revenue. 
By “competitive position,” the 
company refers to the use of pri- 
vate automobiles, walking, and 
even some other forms of ftrans- 
portation. 

The $800,000 figure used by the 
companr as the sum to be drawn 
out of surplus to help finance its 
improvement program is a round 
figure. Detailed five-year data 
furnished by the company show 
the actual annual average would 
be $758,914. 

Wilson has said that the esti- 
mates of profit to be available for 
the stockholders were calculated 
on a theoretical basis. This was 
done, he explained, by applying 
the proposed new fare schedule 
to a full year’s operations, and 
with the assumption there would 
be no further falling off in riding 


and no new increase in expenses.

Legislation to Be Introduced in Senate ah RTT 
Democrats Aims at Full Production, Full Employment 
by Applying the Theories of John Maynard Keynes — 
Not Likely to Pass Unless Deflation Deepens.

WASHINGTON, June 18. 


NEW stabilizing device designed to hold the national economy on a per- 
petually steady and even keel has been worked out by a handful of planners 
and advisers to President Truman. It is now in the form of draft legislation 


and is becoming more important as deflation storm signals multiply and the 
nation’s economy goes into what some observers choose to call a ‘‘slide.’’ 


The measure, which will be introduced by 
a group of Democratic Senators, represents 
the collective thinking of nine men whose 
position in relation to Truman _ renders 
White House indorsement probable. Such 
indorsement would be determined, of course, 
by future political and economic considera- 
tions and could not be expected immediately. 

The legislation is based on the theory 
of an expanding American economy. It 
aims at full production and full employ- 
ment. Unlike the present Administration, 
or Spence, bill for full employment, it hits 
primarily at depression rather than infla- 
tion. It does not contain the control fea- 
tures of the earlier proposal. 

Chances of enactment at this session 
admittedly are slim unless, in the words 
of one sponsoring Senator, *‘We really get 
into ‘bad times.”” Those who have drawn 
the legislation argue, however, that the 
time for preventive measures is now, not 
when an economic crisis has become an 
accomplished fact. 

Conservative business commentators think 
at least part of the program will be made 
law if the economy slips very far. The signs 
pointing to this possibility are the decline in 
steel production, the stock market slump, 
the unseasonal rise in unemployment to a 
new postwar peak and forecasts of soften- 
ing farm prices. 

The men behind the plan, who may be 
called the working architects of the eco- 
nomic Fair Deal, are Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Charles F. Brannan; Louis H. Bean, 
Agriculture Department economist; Dewey 
Anderson, head of the Public Affairs Insti- 
tute; C. Girard Davidson, assistant Secre- 
tary of the Interior; Leon H. Keyserling, a 
member of the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers; Clark M. Clifford of St. 
Louis, special counsel to the President; 
Charles S. Murphy, administrative assistant 
to the President; Oscar R. Ewing, Federal 
Security Administrator, and Leland Olds, a 
“member of the Federal Power Commission. 

The legislation will be introduced, pos- 
sibly this month, by Democratic Senators 
Murray of Montana, Thomas of Utah, Mc- 
Mahon of Connecticut, Pepper of Florida, 
Kefauver of Tennessee, Humphrey of Minne- 
sota, Sparkman of Alabama and Kilgore of 
West Virginia. All are regarded as progres- 
sives. 


Finding 500,000 New Jobs 
Every Year for Americans. 


The Fair Deal architects think their bill 
represents the first attempt to translate the 
economic theories of John Maynard Keynes 
and Professor Alvin H, Hansen into a broad 
flexible program. They begin by assuming 
that an average of 500,000 to 750,000 new 
job opportunities a year should be available 
to a growing population and that there 
should be an annual average increase of at 
least 3 to 4 per cent in total production. 

The measure, called the Economic Expan- 
sion Act of 1949, would implement the Em- 
ployment Act of 1946, in which Congress 
declared it to be the continuing national 
policy and responsibility of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to promote maximum employment, 
production and purchasing power. The draft 
of the proposal was sent for criticism and 
suggestions to 500 persons who were leading 
supporters of the 1946 act. 

In the words of its senatorial sponsors, 
the measure “‘seeks to provide a means for 
the widest co-operation between the national 
Government and industry, labor, agricul- 
ture, consumers, state and local governments 
and regional developmental organizations to 
achieve the objectives of the fullest use of 
resources and manpower and to sustain high 
levels of economic activity. 

‘‘Where soft spots occur, provisions are 
made for appropriate and fast action. The 
purpose is to insure that no shifts in the 
economy either of an inflationary or de- 
flationary character will be allowed to run 
along unattended until they become danger- 
aus.” 


The bill makes possible designation by 
the President of such facilities as appear 
to need enlargement. Examples would be 
steel, freight cars, iron ore, chromite and 
manganese, copper, lead, zinc, bauxite 
and aluminum, synthetic fuels, electric 
power, fertilizers and newsprint. 

The bill provides eight means of achiev- 
ing the desired results. These are accelerat- 
ed amortization; credit insurance, research 
and loans; procurement abroad; utilization 
of Government-owned war plants; Govern- 
ment construction for use by private indus- 
try; encouragement of private investment in 
regional development; encouragement of 
small and independent business, and inves- 
tigation of monopolistic restrictions on pri- 
vate investment. There is na authorization 
for Government operation of any business. 

The President’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers was set up under the 1946 act; under 
the present proposal the council would be 
supplemented by a National Economic Co- 
operation Board appointed by the President 
and composed of representatives of industry, 
labor, agriculture, consumers, state and local 
governments and regional development or- 
ganizations. 

The board and the council, aided by other 
agencies, would study price-wage-profit re- 
lationships, hold conferences and seek to 
Sevelop public understanding and voluntary 
@cceptance of such policies as would further 
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the desired high levels of economic activity. 
In addition, there would be standby plans 
to meet spot or general unemployment. The 
Government would advance funds to keep 
up-to-date at least 15 billion dollars worth 
of non-Federal public works plans. It would 
also finance the migration of labor by a loan 
system. 


Whether this adds up to a “‘controlled” 
economy depends somewhat on definition 
and viewpoint. The Federal Government 
would not exert control in the Communist 
or Fascist sense. The aim would be, one 
might say, to control the atmosphere in 
which traditional American capitalism 
functions, to enable it to continue to 
function. Whether business would be 
more or less free is a subject for debate. 


There are some surprising things about 
the nine Fair Dealers behind this measure. 
One is that they are so few in number; 
another that they are relatively obscure; a 
third that they have emerged since the 
death of President Roosevelt in 1945. They 
may have absorbed some of the New Deal 
political philosophy, but they were not a 
major part of it. 

Most of the Fair Dealers never see Tru- 
man. Their function is to germinate ideas 
in their working councils, not to make pol- 
icy. The best results of their thinking are 
brought to the attention of the President. 
The final decision and responsibility are 
Truman’s. 

The inner circle which meets most 
frequently either together or in sub- 
groups consists of Brannan, Davidson, 
Keyserling, Anderson, Murphy and Clif- 
ford. 

Of the nine “architects of the Fair Deal,” 
Bean and Keyserling are thought of as 
“‘thinkers,’’ while Ewing is considered a pro- 
moter and fighter. Murphy is regarded 
primarily as a liaison man; Clifford as a 
good catalyzer. Anderson and Brannan 
combine functions as “‘thinkers’” and as men 
able to use the thinking of others, 

Olds is the anchor man of the public 
power advocates. Davidson has unusual 
courage and an excellent staff of thinkers. 
It may be recalled that two years ago, when 
the Interior Department was thought to be 
irrevocably committed to the Pick-Sloan 
plan for developing the Missouri River basin 
because of the Reclamation Bureau’s share 
in formulating it, Davidson delivered a 
speech in favor of such agencies as the 
proposed Missouri Valley Authority. 

Whatever influence the Fair Dealers have 
on Truman and his policies is a collective 
one, but since the whole is the sum of its 
parts, it is pertinent to set down the back- 
ground of each individual so the reader may 
better evaluate the end product. 

Keyserling, a native of South Carolina, 
is the principal figure in the group. He is 
a disciple of Lord Keynes, from whom the 
New Deal derived some of its main prin- 
ciples. Keynes advocated Government spend- 
ing to take up slack in the economy when 
private spending lagged. 

Plump, 41 years old and _ soft-spoken, 
Keyserling has been in Government since 
the early New Deal, in which he played a 
minor role. His’‘legal and economic train- 
ing was obtained at Harvard and Columbia 
Universities. For several years in the mid- 
thirties he was legislative secretary to 
Senator Wagner (Dem.), New York, and 
assisted him in formulating labor and re-

E in the CIO are not in the slightest 
W concerned with the political philosophy 
of individuals inside or outside of our 
organization, any more than we are con- 
cerned with their religious philosophy. 

Our position can be stated in a few simple 
words. We do not care who or how many 
want to join the Communist party. We are 
not concerned with how people spend their 
spare time. American labor unions are eco- 
nomic organizations established to meet the 
economic needs of their members. We in 
the CIO propose to keep our unions that 
Way. 

But when a Communist seeks to impose 
on the labor organization his peculiar 
political formula drafted by persons not 
members of the union, the Congress, of 
Industrial Organizations resists such ef- 
forts. As a simple proposition, we expect 
members of labor unions to act like union 
members within the councils of our or- 
ganization. We expect all to support the 
policies determined by majority vote. 
-When any minority chooses instead to act 
first as Communists, then trouble ensues.

Writer’s Impressions of Swift Trip: 


‘Paris Is Gay Again, 


London Is Serenely Austere, Berlin Is Half Dead’ — 
Rebuilding Cities Handicapped by Lack of American- 
Type Machines—Rural Areas Are Flourishing.

NEW YORK, June 18. 
Europe definitely is recovering 


from devastation of World War II. But it does not seem possible that recov- 


F trom ac is working hard toward recovery. 


ery will be completed in this generation. 


Such are the over-all impressions 


gathered by this writer who has just returned from a swift tour by plane, auto- 
mobile and shank’s mare which took him through England, France, Belgium, 


Luxembourg and Germany. 


In discussing recovery, one should dis- 
tinguish between agrarian Europe and in- 
dustrial Europe. The former appears al- 
most fully recovered, the latter is stagger- 
ing along under heavy burdens, particularly 
in Germany. Berlin, for example, looks 
and smells a little better than it did right 
after the German surrender in 1945, but 
Berlin still is such a monstrosity of de- 
vastation that it is to be doubted whether 
it ever can come back. 

Paris is gay again; London is serenely 

austere; Berlin is half dead. 

The American in Europe today discovers 
real satisfaction in the countryside. There 
the wounds of war have pretty well healed. 
Trees which were stripped and scarred by 
gunfire are now wreathed in green. Bomb 
craters in the pastures have been filled. A 
whole new generation: of unstrafed cows has 
grown up. Buried mines are no longer a 
menace to cattle or human beings. 

(The French put German prisoners of 
war to work removing the mines the 
Germans had planted. In this task of 
mine-sweeping, 800 men were blown up, 
mostly PWs but including 50 Frenchmen. 
France is now believed clear of mines, ex- 
cept in the Vosges.) 


Prosperous Norman Peasants 
Replace Horses Germans Stole. 


The Normandy to which this ex-war cor- 
respondent returned five years after the D- 
Day landings in the Bay of the Seine is 
a more prosperous region than ever before, 
The French government has imported stal- 
lions and mares from America to make up 
for the horses stolen by the Germans in 
their retreat. And the sturdy, independent 
Norman has been encouraged to grow more 
grain and cattle, for Normandy is the food 
basket on which Paris and other industrial- 
ized communities depend. 

In Normandy, however, even as in the 

rest of Europe, one sees the ugly, unpros- 
perous aftermath of war. Where a man 
plowed a field in the last generation, now 
there is no man. One sees a woman 
-Jeading an ox down a farrow. The ox 
tows a plow. And the plow is guided by 
the hands of the woman’s teen-age son. 
The father, the older sons, have been 
slain in battle. 

As with plowing, so it is with harvest- 
ing—the women do the dirty work, the 
hard labor. 

Here and there one sees a field being 
plowed or harvested not by oxen or horses, 
but by machines shipped from Illinois or 
Wisconsin under the Marshall recovery plan. 
However, it is not likely that American tax- 
payers can supply sufficient plows and reap- 
ers to replace the missing manpower—Eu- 
rope will havg to continue to rely upon 
woman-power and child-labor until such 
time as it abjures wars and the decimation 
of its men. 

While the French farmer prospers, not 
so with the city folk. Their cities were 
blasted by ground fire and aerial artillery 
and can not be rebuilt overnight. Mean- 
while, they double up in apartments or squat 
in chicken sheds in the suburbs. 

Everywhere the rubble has been cleaned 


up as far as possible, and stone masons are |

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onstration of what the Communist will 
do when he is confronted with a choice 
between the foreign policy of the Soviet 
Union and the welfare of workers. I refer 
to the strike of transportation workers 
in Berlin. The whole wide world is ac- 
quainted with the issues. Those strikers 
are asking for real wages in terms of 
West marks which have four times the 
purchasing power of the East marks used 
in the Russian zone. The strike is a de- 
mand for a living wage—no more, no less, 
And yet we find Communists rushing 
across Berlin to offer their services as 
strike-breakers. And we find them being 
backed by the Soviet satellite German 
police and the officers of the Red Army. 


To the best of our knowledge, Vasily V. 
Kuznetsov, leader of the so-called Russian 
labor movement, has not uttered a word in 
support of the Berlin strikers. Neither has 
he voiced a single solitary protest against 
the official strike-breaking activities of his 
own Government. 


On the American scene, not a single, 
solitary Communist has denounced the 
strike-breaking of his fellow Communists in 
Berlin, nor the _ strike-breaking, union- 
busting activities of the Soviet government. 


We believe the case is crystal-clear that 
Communists who are not restrained from 
acting like Communists, are not good for 
American unions. To sum it all up, they 
have an objective which takes precedence 
over the welfare and advancement of the 
workers’ interest, and they advocate po- 
litical company-unionism such as prevails 
today in the Soviet Union. 


pair the old. But there is so much work 
to be done—and so few men to do it. 

In France, and the rest of Europe, no 
one enjoys greater security than the stone 
mason, the bricklayer and the carpenter; 
they have a backlog of work to keep them 
busy for half a century. 

One criticism heard of the rebuilding 
is that it is too solid, too permanent, too 
painstaking, too slow to meet the dire 
needs of the homeless. ‘The rebuilding 
is done as if Europe might survive for one 
thousand years; as if the atomic bomb 
threat were not just around the corner. 
The critics suggest it would be better to 
erect semi-temporary structures to house 
all rather than to waste years on more 
permanent housing. However, since most 
of the housing is being erected by private 
capital, the critics and the government 
have little influence. 

Moreover, it is reassuring to know 
there are some people in Europe who have 
faith that Europe (and their investments) 
will last through the years to come, 

French civilians and American philan- 
thropists can be proud of their reconstruc- 
tion of St. Lo. There was fought the fierc- 
est battle of the Normandy bocage (hedge- 
row) campaign and it left the ancient pro- 
vincial capital a pulverized mass. Now, 
with the aid of American contributions, St. 
Lo lives again. 

Another badly damaged place was th@. 
cathedral city of Caen. There two-thirds 
of the city still lies in ruins. But slowly, 
steadily, the Phoenix-like resurrection 
progresses. 

If France had bulldozers, ready-mix 
cement machines, and all the mechanisms, 
money and manpower of the Americas, re- 
construction could have been completed in 
five years. But France is France—and 50 
years may not be long enough to do the job. 

Anyway, France has passed the crisis and 
is convalescent. 

Germany survives too, though badly 
mutilated. One can fly low over Germany 
(as over France, Belgium and Luxembourg) 
and not glimpse a single uncultivated field. 
What acreage is not devoted to grass and 
cattle is given over to trees. And the 
forests are as carefully looked after as the 
alfalfa. 

In Europe it is rare to see an abandoned 
farm, a dust bowl or a forest fire. Europe 
has much to teach us about caring for the 
land. 


No Better Places to Sulk 
Than Ruined German Cities. 


While the German peasants cultivate every 
possible acre, and are happy over their 
harvests, the sophisticated Teutons sulk in 
their ruined cities. There are no better 
sulking places. 

Mainz, where we crossed the Rhine in 
1945 and again this June, remains a stink- 
ing mess. The cathedral—and a cathedral 
is usually the principal landmark in any 
continental city—is well-ventilated. Only 
rubble remains where tens of thousands 
lived and worked. Piddling progress is be- 
ing made on the dynamited bridges across 
the Rhine. 

Indeed, all Europe, having dynamited it- 
self nearly to death, continues largely de- 
pendent upon the Bailey bridges and the 
other temporary structures which Anglo- 
American engineers erected to cross rivers 
and ravines. 

Frankfurt, home of Goethe, is a sorry 
sight. Goethe’s old home was but one of 
many thousands that went the way of all 
bombing. The rubble has been carefully 
tidied, but the rebuilding process is sldw- 
motion work, by American standards. 

We toured Berlin by air, by jeep, and 
on foot. The aerial inspection is most 
revealing. One looks down mile after 
mile on the effect of the most intensive 
mass bombing in history. London and 
Coventry, badly bombed as they were, can 
show nothing to compare with the whole- 
sale ruin that is Berlin. 

Phosphorous fire bombing, to quote the 
stand-by cliche of police reporters, 
“gutted” Berlin. In neighborhood after 
neighborhood one looks down into ‘the 
skeletons of homes, offices and public 
buildings, Only the walls stand up. The 
roofs, the interiors, have been consumed in 
the holocaust. 

Montebourg, Valognes, Ste. Mere Eglise, 
St. Lo and the other devastated areas of 
France are being rebuilt because the folk 
have some faith in their future. The same 
is true of Wiltz and Echternach in Luxem- 
bourg and Bastogne and Houffalize in Bel- 
gium as well as London, Coventry, Hull, 
Bristol, etc., in England. 

Berlin rebuilds, but with a certain hesita- 
tion, for the people there aren’t sure about 
their future, if any, 

Meanwhile, they must eat. On every 
corner lot, even on their verandas, they 
are raising what in America would be called 
Victory gardens—in Germany they are De- 
feat gardens, but the produce thereof is no 
less. palatable. 

Broadly speaking, the danger of mass 
starvation in Europe is passing. Thanks to. 
bountiful nature, the people will eat— 
though they have no roofs over their heads..

All over St. Louis and St. Louis county, 
irresponsible real estate men and eon- 
tractors are robbing persons, veterans 
and non-veterans of their savings and 
leaving them with costly repair bills 
ahead. All with the full approval of 
the FHA. 

St. Louis, industrial center that it is, 
attracts many persons from other sec- 
tions of the country. Arriving here, they 
find that in order to acquire a place to 
live, they must pay rent far beyond 
their means or buy a house. If they 
have any savings at all, they usually 
choose the latter in preference to seeing 
those savings being slowly eaten away 
by rent payments. 


It may be argued that anyone making 
such a major purchase as a house 
should give it long and careful thought. 
A man separated from his: family or 
paying $40 to $50 weekly tu keep them 
in hotels does not always think too 
clearly or too wisely. Some realtors 
know this and take great advantage of 
it. The prospective home-owner is 
quickly contacted and hurriedly shown 
a few “dream” homes. If he shows any 
hesitation, he is quickly assured that he 
can’t go wrong, the houses are of the 
finest construction — they are FHA- 
approved! If he is unfortunate enough 
to be a veteran, he is further induced 
by a “small” down payment and monthly 
payments “less than rent.” 

The final clincher on the deal is the 
“earnest” money required. Once the 
realtor has exacted that, he’s made. 
Even if the house begins to fall down 
before the new owner can move in, he 
has no recourse. Any attempt to get in- 
formation or assistance from the FHA 
is met with stony silence. If he attempts 
to go to court, he is faced with long 
and costly court proceedings, and cer- 
tain defeat in the end because of the 
stronger influence of the realtors and 
their associations. 

This is indeed a pleasant prospect for 
anyone faced with a move to St, Louis. 
Hardly the type of story one would ex- 
pect to find in a Chamber of Commerce 
booklet, or ever will.

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Statesmen and Ulcers 


The burdens of office never were exactly light. 
Current strains and frustrations, however, are 
making them more apparent. The struggle to 
bring peace and order to the world has under- 
‘mined the physical strength of one statesman 
after another. 

In pointing out that former Defense Secretary 
Forrestal and, before him, President Roosevelt 
were by no means the only victims of “opera- 
tional fatigue,” Burnet Hershey, in The Nation, 
recalls the remark of former Secretary of State 
Marshall at a dinner of the Overseas Press Club: 


Ulcers have had a strange effect on the 
history of our times. In Washington I had 
to contend with, among other things, the 
ulcers of Bedell Smith in Moscow and the 
ulcers of Bob Lovett and Dean Acheson. 


Ulcers, hypertension, acid stomach and the 
other physical signs of mental worry have be- 
come alarmingly common in high places. There 
is nothing morbid and certainly no desire to 
violate their privacy in mentioning a few of the 
victims. Gen. Marshall could have called atten- 
tion to his own case, or to those of his prede- 
cessors, Secretaries Hull, Stetinius and Byrnes. 
Former Under Secretary of State Welles and 
Warren Austin, our chief delegate to the UN 
Security Council, are on the list. On his return 
from Germany, Gen. Clay became one of the 
more recent of the numerous distinguished pa- 
tients of the Naval Hospital at Bethesda. 

Extraordinary strain also has become mani- 
fest among the European associates of our 
statesmen. Ernest Bevin, British foreign secre- 
tary, for example has been working at a furious 
pace and has developed a bad heart. © Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee is under medical care. 
The respiratory troubles of French Premier 
Queuille and those of Foreign Minister Schuman 
are to be traced, in part, to their days in Ger- 
man concentration camps, but they have not 
been aleviated by governmental duties. Italv’s 
Premier de Gasperi has been afflicted. by 
arthritis as well as gastric disorders. 

Nor is there any immunity on the other side 
of the Iron Curtain. The frequent reports that 
Joseph Stalin is not in the best of health cannot 
be altogether without foundation. And there is 
no doubt about Vishinsky’s stomach ulcer, Molo- 
tov’s insomnia, or Gromyko's increasing signs of 
fatigue. 

It would be easy to put the cart before the 
horse by arguing that the world is in a bad way 
because its statesmen are in a bad way. To be 
true, the proposition, no doubt, has to be re- 
versed. Still, experience makes it clear that a 
man who must swallow pills to ease his pain may 
at times have a rather short temper. 

So we can be grateful that medical specialists 
in most of the countries of the world are concen- 
trating on the physical troubles associated with 
anxiety, disappointment and mental strain. They 
seem to be making some progress. So medicine 
may yet make a contribution to world peace. 

Meanwhile, we can be especially grateful to 
the men who are bearing the burden of the 
struggle. 
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Two Stakes in a Depression 

There are good reasons why the Soviet Gov- 
ernment watches business conditions in the 
United States with such avid hopes for a major 
degression. There are good reasons why its 
newspaper, Izvestia, exaggerates opinion in 
American business circles in an attempt to 
show that a major depression is already upon 
this country. 

Such a depression in the United States in 
these critical postwar years would discredit capi- 
talism in its last big stronghold in the world. 
It would mark a triumph for Communist ideol- 
ogy, which holds that capitalism will perish of 
an inherent inability to prevent depressions. Nor 
is that all. 

It would produce unrest at home, opening 
new ears to Communist dogma. It would reduce 
or put an end to the help which this Govern- 
ment is giving to Communist-threatened Gov- 
ernments abroad. It would diminish the confi- 
dence of other countries in the United States, 
and lessen their willingness to tie their fortunes 
to this country’s fortune. 

There are, consequently, good reasons why 
the business enterprises in the United States 
should be making a supreme effort to insure 
that nothing of the sort comes to pass. By sav- 
ing themselves in the long run, they can save 
what their country aims to do abroad and what 
it is at home. —

Lilienthal in Nation’s Business is a new chap- 
ter in what by now is getting to be a very 
strange story. Mr. Lilienthal, who is chairman 
of the Atomic Energy Commission, was for a 
number of years a director of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and eventually became chair- 
man of that agency. 

Seven years ago Mr. Huie, then an associate 
editor of American Mercury, wrote a novel 
called “Mud on the Stars” in which he mixed 
fact and fiction in a savage attack on TVA. The 
grossly unfair and misleading thing about it 
was that Mr. Huie mixed facts and fictions in- 
discriminately, without giving his reader any 
clue as to which was which. 

It was an intellectually dishonest piece of 
work, and it was also what Mr. Lilienthal says 
Mr. Huie’s atomic article in Nation’s Business 
was, “reckless and irresponsible.” Does Mr. 
Huie bear some personal grudge against Mr. 
Lilienthal? If not, isn’t it at least an odd co- 
incidence that he carries angry and reckless ac- 
cusations against Mr. Lilienthal from one agency 
to another? 


Hospital Insurance Problem 

The meeting of the Catholic Hospital Associa- 
tion has let a little factual fresh air into the 
health insurance argument. Purposely or other- 
wise, it has shown how difficult it is for volun- 
tary medical or hospitalization insurance plans 
to meet the national need. 

In one of the panel discussions, John D. 
O’Brien, assistant director of the local Group 
Hospital Service, argued that such organizations 
must lower their membership dues to avert 
widespread cancellations. Undoubtedly, in many 
cases the fees already are too high to permit 
these organizations to cover all those who need 
their help. In a period of business recession, 
even fewer families could afford the cost. 

The trouble is that rising costs of supplies and 
services have forced the hospitals to turn to 
Blue Cross and similar groups with appeals for 

“higher payments. This situation is part of the 
foundation for the Ewing Report's conclusion 
that voluntary insurance plans, good as they are, 


are not good enough, Either they do not raise 
enough money, or their fees go out of reach. 

Dr. O’Brien apparently believes that an im- 
minent reduction in hospital costs will permit a 
reduction of fees. But will such a drop not be 
part of a general decline which would further 
reduce the fee-paying power of those enrolled in 
the hospitalization plans? 
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French Fiasco in Indochina 

If Indochina is the point at which the Com- 
munist victory in China may mushroom out to 
all the rest of Asia, the French have only them- 
selves to blame. They thought they could hold 
back the end of the era of colonialism. 

They refused to deal with the Indochina na- 
tionalist movement, headed by Ho Chi-minh. 
Now that it has been taken over by the Com- 
munists, they dare not deal with it. Their only 
remaining recourse is the former emperor of 
Annam, Bao Dai, and this is admittedly a re- 
course of desperation. If it fails, they have little 
left to oppose the forces of Communism. These 
forces control the country militarily now through 
the nationalist movement and aie pressing in 
from neighboring China, Burma and Siam. 

There was less reason for the French to be- 
lieve they could hold Indochina after the war 
than for the British to believe they could hold 
India or the Dutch to believe they could hold the 
East Indies. They had degraded the Indochinese 
with opium and alcohol and illiteracy; they had 
sweated them of millions in rice and coal, rub- 
ber and silk and pepper; they had terrorized 
them ruthlessly, not hesitating to wipe out whole 
villages, Lidice-wise, as an object lesson to revo- 
lutionists. 
worst-governed colony in the Far East. 

Who wouldn’t hate such masters? The Indo- 
chinese hated them, and their hatred and their 
determination to be free grew up behind the per- 
son of a remarkable man. Ho Chi-minh, who 
studied in Russia and once lived with the Chi- 
nese Communists at Yenan,. is in many Ways 
reminiscent of Red China's Mao Tze-tung. Like 
Mao, he is unimpressive of appearance and will- 
ing to make any sacrifice for what he believes. 
He sacrificed for Indochina until he was skin 
and bones in prison, his body was covered with 
sores, his teeth began dropping out, and he be- 
came so hideous that he resolved never to look 
at himself again. What Indochinese would not 
follow such a man? 

That Bao Dai, a relic of vanishing royalty, 
should be the best alternative the French can 
offer to a leader of the purposefulness, the 
strength of character and the popularity of Ho 
Chi-minh, is a testimony of the bankruptcy of 
French policy in the Far East. 

It should not still need to be learned that 
wherever thes democracies do not align them- 
selves with nationalist surges toward freedom, 
the Soviet Union will do so. It may be too late 
for the lesson to be applied in Indochina; but it 
should not be too late for application elsewhere. 

This knowledge can be a guide to the Western 
democracies’ policies in the other countries of 
Asia to which the nationalist-Communist coali- 
tion can spread—or by which it may be con- 
tained. 
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Not the Klan’s Hoods 


What a man wears on the public streets ought 
to be determined by his own taste, good or bad. 
and by a reasonable respect for the community’s 
canons of decency. So it is a little difficult to 
rise to the support of the Alabama Senate's ef- 
fort to outlaw the hoods of the Ku Klux Klan. 

There is nothing particularly obnoxious about 
a man’s desire to wear a nightgown over his 
suit; although it’s pretty silly. As for masks: 
only cowards want to hide their faces. No, the 
offense of the Klan is not in its garb, but in 
its principles and practices. To these, the cos- 
tume is only incidental. 

In its principles, the Klan is anti-democratic. 
It sets itself against the Constitution of the 
United States. It denies the rights and priv- 
ileges of citizenship to those to whom they have 
been extended by law. It uses terror to set the 
law aside. 

Conceivably, it might be possible for Klans- 
men to assert in court their right to wear a 
hood. But it is inconceivable that the Klan 
should be able to maintain, in the words of Dr. 
E. P. Pruitt, a member of its board of governors, 
that its members “have not violated any law,” 
that they have been faithful to their charter as 
a “social, fraternal, religious, eleemosynary, edu- 
cational, patriotic and philanthropic society.”’ On 
its public record, the Klan is the antithesis of all 
of those things. 

In the main, the organization has been able to 
exist only to the extent that its prejudices were 
the prejudices of a substantial part of its com- 
munity. There was a time in some parts of 
the South when a man could not aspire to pub- 
lie office without making a bow in its direction. 
But those days are running out. 

This is demonstrated by the determination of 
Alabama's Gov. Folsom to wage a campaign for 
the Klan’s extermination. Apparently, the state's 
attorney general is to file suit for the revoca- 
tion of its charter. Obviously, prejudice is losing 
its grip. ~ 

When it goes, hoods will go, too. 
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Local Echo of Housing Distortions 

The St. Louis Real Estate Board has lost no 
time in making itself a party to the “deliberate 
campaign of misrepresentation and distortion” 
which President Truman denounced last week 
in his statement on public housing. 

It repeats, in a mailed broadside, misstate- 
ments of fact which the President has shown 
up: That family-unit costs “may be” $15,000, 
when the actual average is $8465, and that the 
30-year cost of the House bill would be $16,- 
000,000,000, when the actual figure is $10,- 
000,000,000. 

These falsifications of fact are followed by 
the St. Louis Real Estate Board with such state- 
ments as that public housing is Communistic be- 
cause its occupants will have to vote the way 
their landlords want them to. If landlords can 
control the votes of their tenants, the private 
landlords, who have the overwhelming mass of 
tenants, certainly made a poor showing of it at 
the last presidential election. 

Another equally nonsensical argument ad- 
vanced against public housing by the St. Louis 
realtors is that two bank bandits occupied public 
housing here. If these are the only criminals 
the realtors can think of who occupied public 
housing, all the rest, amounting to many times 
that number, occupied privately owned housing. 
Is that any argument against private ownership 
of housing? 

The present moment is a golden’ opportunity 
for real estate men to lead in making real es- 
tate useful to everybody. A sad commentary on 
the quality of the realtors’ response to this op- 
portunity is the Real Estate Board's broadside, 
“Political Public Housing.”

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NEW WEAPONS FOR AN OLD RACKET 


People vs. Ezra Pound et al. 


Robert Hillver, President, Poetry Society of America, 
in the Saturday Review of Literature 


Last Feb. 20 the press announced that 
Ezra Pound, who was then under suspended 
indictment for high treason, had been 
awarded the Bollingen-Library of Congress 
Award of $1000. The award was by “a jury 
of Fellows of the Library of Congress in 
American Letters,” which had adjudged 
Pound’s “Pisan Can- 
tos” to be “the high- 
est achievement of 
American poetry in 
1948.” 

Ezra Pound is wun- 
der indictment  be- 
cause he served the 
enemy in direct propa- 
ganda activities 
against the United 
States. The defense 
has been that he was 
insane, which may be Ezra Pound 
an interesting commentary on his prize- 
winning poetry. 


In view of Pound’s hatred for his native 
country, it is ironic that among the condi- 
tions of the award is the stipulation that 
the recipient must be an American citizen. 
He has seldom set foot in America since 
he was 23. Yet the Bollingen jury stretched 
a point te consider Pound a citizen. 


Where did the Bollingen money come 
from? The money was given by the Mel- 
lon Foundation at the behest of Paul Mel- 
lon. 


Why was the prize named the Bollingen 
Award? 


Bollingen is the Swiss lakeside retreat of 
the psychoanalyst Carl G, Jang. There 
dwell Dr. Jung and his wife, receiving the 
visits, adulation, and gifts of many, includ- 
ing such millionaires as Paul Mellon. There 
is no implication that Mr. Mellon had any 
knowledge of Dr. Jung’s former connec- 
tion with Nazism. 


It is appropriate that an award named 
after Dr. Jung’s headquarters should be 
given to Ezra Pound. But it is extraordi- 
nary that it should be awarded by a com- 
mittee of Americans and sponsored by the 
Library of Congress. 


Pound’s career in the service of Musso- 
lini is too well known to need summary 
here. He was arrested in Italy on a charge 
of treason, was pronounced sane, and 
seemed ripe for hanging. As soon as he 
stepped on American soil, however, he of- 
ficially lost his mind. 


The “Pisan Cantos” are so disorcered as 
to make the award seem like a hoax. 


There are scornful references to “nig- 
gers” and obscenities indicated by initials. 
In the opening lines, where even the most 
careless member of the jury ‘could not 
have missed it, there is a tearful elegy 


on Mussolini and his mistress: 


The enormous tragedy of the dream in the 


peasant’s bent shoulders 
Manes! Manes was tanned and stuffed, 
Thus Ben and la Clara a Milano 
That maggots shd/ eat the dead bullock 


DIGENES Digenes, but the twice crucified 
where in history will you find it? 


You say this to the Possum: a bang, not 
a whimper, 
with a bang not a whimper. 


The concluding line seems to be ad- 
dressed to T. 8. Eliot under the sobriquet 
of “Possum,” a name used by Eliot in his 
mirth-provoking book on cats, The regret 


for the passing of the “twice crucified” 
Italian gangster is clear enough. 


Clear, also, are the following four lines: 


from their seats the blond bastards, and 
cast ‘em. 
the yidd is’a stimulant, and the goyim 
are cattle 
in gt/ proportion and go to saleable slaugh- 
ter 
with the maximum of docility. 


The first line is an ironic travesty on 
American sentiments toward the Nazis. The 
last three lines tell us that the Jews stim- 
ulate wars in order to make money, while 
the stupid Christians (under the contemp- 
tuous term of goyim) go out to fight and 
are slaughtered. 


However, the lines were not only tol- 
erated but applauded by Americans and 
one expatriate on the Bollingen jury. The 
alien, or expatriate, T. S. Eliot was not in 
the original group of Fellows in American 
Letters; he is a disciple of Dr. Jung; and 
he has been for years an intimate of Pound. 
Both Pound and Eliot, and Eliot especially, 
have a stranglehold on American poetry 
through the so-called “new criticism.” 

Eliot’s whole life has been a flight from 
his native St. Louis, Mo. He has gone far, 
and doubtless, if he survives Masefield, he 
will be the next English Laureate. In Amer- 
ica he is so enhedged with nebulous divin- 
ity that people are shocked at anything 
said against him. This is occasioned not 
so much by his writings as by the awe for 
a man who managed to get contemporary 
America out of his system, an aspiration 
of many new poets and critics. 

Yet it is not only the folk who carry 
furled umbreilas on a sunny day and pro- 
nounce “dictionary” with one less syllable 
than their parents gave it, who are at- 
tracted to this queer figure. He has suc- 
ceeded—where Oscar Wilde failed—in pro- 
mulgating the doctrine of art-for-art’s-sake 
throughout all ranks. 

“It is possible,” writes Lewis Ganhett, 
“that a part of Mr. Eliot’s disillusion with 
the contemporary world is the product 
of his own deracination. He repudiates at 
once the aspiration and hopefulness of his 
grandfather, who transformed the St. Louis 
public school system, and of contemporary 
Labor England. He has made himself a 
man without a country and rationalizes his 
own rootlessness.” 

Eliot should never have been on the 
committee. Unless our ancestors made a 
grave mistake, and I have no doubt there 
are members of the committee who think 
they did, Eliot is a foreigner. He gave up 
this country in favor of one he liked 
better, That is a question of taste. But it 
does not seem quite cricket to move away 
from the house that had the plum tree in 
the yard and then return for the plums. 


Eliot undoubtedly wielded great influ- 
ence in an award which degraded Ameri- 
can poetry and insulted her dead. Unless 
he resigns, he might well have the next 
nine Bollingen awards in his grasp. And 
who, incidentally, appoints the Fellows 
in American Letters that so many come 
from the exponents and idols of the “new 
criticism”? Is it proper or legal for such 
a group to exist, appointed privately, even 
secretly, yet speaking openly under the 
authority of Congress? 

The 1949 Bollingen Award is a perma- 
nent disgrace and cannot be expunged. But 
preventive measures against a similar 
choice can be taken.

The World in 1984; 
A Prize Horror Story 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
Book Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
EORGE ORWELL, author 
of “‘The Animal Farm” and 
other books, has seen the 
future and he thinks it may 
work. His vision is desctibed 
in a novel called ‘Nineteen 
Eighty-Four” (Harcourt, Brace) 
which qualifies, I think, as one 
of the prize horror stories of all 
time. 

In its surface aspects it is com- 
parable to the prophetic fantasies 
of H. G. Wells or Aldous Hux- 
ley’s “Brave New World” but 
it is profoundly different from 
these in that the superstructure 
of his inverted Utopia is built on 
a foundation of ideas that al- 
ready exist. Newly perfected 
wonders of science do play an 
auxiliary part in the development 
of Mr. Orwell’s narrative. None 
of these, however, is so ingen- 
fous as to seem more than the 
next and easily imagined im- 
provement of known mechanisms. 
So it is not one of those bad 
dreams of gadgetry gone wild, 
whose excesses divorce it from 
reality. It is a sober prognosis 
and must be judged as such. 

In Mr. Orwell’s 1984—which 
is only 35 years from now—the 
earth has been divided into three 
self-contained monolithic states 
each ruled by a super-elite and 
each so powerful that it cannot 
be conquered by the other two 
either singly or in combination, 
Nevertheless a perpetual state of 
war exists—though mostly on 
the faraway borders—because it 
is only through war that the 
governments can use up the sur- 
plus production of their fac- 
tories. Shortages are thus man- 
aged as a strategy of high policy, 
since abundance would produce 
leisure and leisure might produce 
independence from the state, 

Now the whole object of state 
controls in Oceania, the scene of 
the novel, is to exact not mere- 
ly compliance but complete 
mental and emotional subserv- 
jence to the stated aims of the 
ruling authorities. Toward this 
end the society of Oceania has 
been divided into three parts: 
The inner party, whicb formu- 
lates policy; the outer party 
which carries out directives and 
the proletariat (the ‘“proles’’), 
which is kept on a bare: subsist- 
ence level and does the rough 


labor. 
T mechanisms of surveillance 

and control are illustrated in 
the life of Winston Smith and 
the monstrous events that befall 
him. Smith is a member of the 
outer party working in the Lon- 
don records department. Like 
all the others in this category he 
wears shabby clothes, eats the 
unpalatable food previded at the 
government refectories, drinks a 
cheap gin so treated that it 
brings a temporary exhilaration 
and lives in dilapidated lodgings. 
His working hours are long and 
arduous and his scant leisure is

interrupted by party rallies, 
propaganda entertainments, and 
various kinds of ‘patriotic’ 
chores. And Smith, like all the 
other party members, is under 
constant observation. 

In addition to other methods 
of espionage, inherited from 
previous totalitarian regimes, the 
government uses an advanced, 
two-way television called the 
telescreen. These machines, 
placed in every apartment, all 
public buildings and gathering 
places, offices and _ cafeterias 
broadcast party music, informa- 
tion and directives. At the same 
time they register every move- 
ment, every facial expression, 
every word or sound within their 
range. As a further reminder 
that he has nothing—not even 
a minute’s time—he can call his 
own, he sees on every billboard 
and interior and exterior wall, a 
picture of ‘“‘Big Brother,” the un- 
seen, mysterious and virtually 
mythological head of the state. 

‘‘Big Brother,’’ says the poster, 
“is watching you.’ But even 
though his life is like that of a 
germ under a microscope Smith 
allows himself the unpatriotic 
emotion of hopelessness. Un- 
like many, his instinct tells 
him that his life is barren 
and he has a strange nostalgia 
for the past of which he knows 
little because the government has 
altered every known record to 
conform with its ideology. Smith 
then has a fatalistic susceptibil- 
ity to treason. 

a = * 
E takes the first step when 
H he starts a love affair with 
Julia, a fellow worker, This 
in itself is out of bounds. Love, 
either as a crude sex relationship 
or in its higher forms cannot be 
permitted because it establishes a 
community of feeling outside the 


state. (Procreation is still neces- 
sary but it is regulated.) So 
having committed one act of 
overt sedition Smith, with Julia 
as an accessory, is easily enticed 
into a conspiracy. 

How they are tracked down 
and punished make up a series of 
events that have the immemorial 
qualities of tension and sus- 
pense. In this respect alone Mr. 
Orwell's story is a superior piece 
of craftsmanship even though 
one cannot read it without feel- 
ing its greater import. And the 
thesis he illustrates can be stated 
simply: Unlimited power is the 
aim of every dictatorship and 
the ecstacy of power can be com- 
pletely experienced only in the 
act of making others suffer. To 
the rulers of Oceania—as Smith 
learns in the Inquisition Cham- 
ber—torture is a ‘“‘good” in it- 
self. He also learns that the 
party does not always execute its 
victims. It prefers sometimes to 
make them over. 

To create a reasonably steady 
supply of offenders who can be 
tortured and to reduce all others 
to the status of soul-less manni- 
kins are the chief purposes of all 
state activities. It is for this 
that it makes war, creates arti- 
ficial privation, reduces leisure 
to a minimum, abolishes history, 
foments tension and hate, prose- 
cutes ‘“‘thought-crime”’ and em- 
barks on the grand enterprise of 
creating a new language (‘‘New- 
speak’’) which contains only 
functional words. 

. + “ 

T is, as I said, a prime hor- 
| ror story, because it envisages 

and diagrams the final deg- 
radation of most of humanity. 
Some readers may dismiss it as 
macabre fantasy because of its 
elements of improbability which 
it undoubtedly has. It is hard 
to imagine any society, so barren 
of decency, charm or bodily satis- 
faction, that wouldn’t commit sui- 
cide en masse. It is not hard to 
believe, however, that some 
diseased products of the power 
age might try to set up such a 
society if conditions were favor- 
able. Recent history furnishes 
quite enough evidence for that 
hypothesis. 

After all the pre-war Japa- 
nese government had its 
thought police, Goebbels spoke of 
playing on the press as you 
would) an organ. Mussolini 
thought of freedom as a “rotting 
corpse,” Russia’s inquisitorial 
methods were limited only by the 
available apparatus and every Eu- 
ropean dictatorship has had its 
outspoken friends in the United 
States. And before taking too 
much comfort from the thought 
that every totalitarian state 
generates its own destruction, it 
should be remembered that the 
most recent ones that collapsed 
were destroyed from the outside. 

Mr. Orwell suggests a condi- 
tion in which external threats 
would have been eliminated. 
Granting that his novel has too 
many implausible elements to be 
considered seriously as a blue- 
print of the future, it is still a 
credible and arresting diagnosis 
of the disease of power.

Adventurer’s 
Vivid History 
Of Coral Sea 


THE CORAL SEA, by Alan Villiers. 
(Whittlesey House, 310 pgs. $4.00) 


EW Americans ever heard of 
F the Coral Sea until that first 

great naval victory of 1942 
was won from the Japs by flyers 
from the aircraft carriers. The 
‘atlas showed it as an area half 
as large as the United States 
lying between the eastern coast 
of Australia and the Melanesian 
islands—just a pond in the big 
Pacific Ocean. 

Alan Villiers, who has written 
nine other books about his own 
nautical adventures, was well 
qualified to write this fourth 
addition to the “‘Oceans of the 
World” series. He has crossed 
the gray Atlantic from England 
to Patagonia in the windjammers 
of the grain trade, done his 
share of whaling, sailed in the 
queer native craft of the Red 
Sea, circumnavigated the globe 
in the famous sailing ship Joseph 
Conrad, and been over many of 
the Coral Sea routes that early 
explorers took. Therefore, he 
has a salty understanding such 
as no mere landsman historian 
could have of the problems that 
beset the early travelers of that 
turbulent sea. 

Early native seamen made un- 
believable voyages in frail out- 
riggers. Then came the daring 
Portuguese in search of ‘Terra 
Australis Incognita.’”’ They soon 
learned that cannibals, jagged 
reefs, sudden storms and burn- 
ing fevers made life most uncer- 
tain. In their wake came the 
Spaniard, Alvaro de Mendana, 
who sailed from Peru and discov- 
ered the Solomons in 1568. He 
returned to the Solomons with 
his wife, Dona Ysabel, who 
took command of his fleet when 
he died and in 96 days beat her 
way to Manila in a death ship 
ready to sink, One of the most 
terrible of women, she watched 
her crew die of scurvy sooner 
than share her own ample stores 


of provisions.

HERE followed sucl’ persons 
as Queiros, the grandiose 
schemer who discovered the 
New Hebrides; Carteret, Eng-

JESSE JAMES WAS MY NEIGHBOR, 
by Homer Croy. (Duell, Sloan and 
Pearce, 313 pgs. $3.50) 

ESSE JAMES was a lucky 

Jax. He had good neighbors. 

They hid him among the raft- 

ers when the law came looking 
for him. Among them were the 
Croys. They never harbored 
Jesse because they moved im a 
different set, but they produced 
a boy baby named Homer who, 
though the outlaw had been dead 
a year when he was born, grew 
up to be an author and now has 
written a book in which he sets 
up the claim that Jesse James 
was his neighbor. By such an 
expedient is carried on the tradi- 
tion that Jesse James had good 
neighbors.

Gide's Rare 
Skill Shown in 

Short Novels 


TWO SYMPHONIES, by Andre Gide. 
(Alfred A. Knopf, 233 pgs. $2.75) 
T HE American publishers of 


the novelist Andre Gide, who 

last year won a Nobel Prize 
for literature, are engaged in 
bringing out a new uniform edi- 
tion of the works of the great 
French modern. 


This, the most recent volume 
in the series, contains two early 
short novels: “Isabella” and 
the “The Pastoral Sy phony.’ 
In reading them, once is im- 
pressed again with M. Gide’s love 
of the well-constructed plot and 
of somewhat bizarre incident. 
As ever, there is a sort of delib- 
erate interpenetration of life and 
literature; a conversation begins, 
in which the author participates, 
and it moves swiftly into a story; 
or a journal, almost casually un- 
dertaken, chronicles a_ tragic 
event. In this book, the method 
is less subtly handled than in 
“The Counterfeiters’” or ‘“Laf- 
cadio’s Adventures’’; indeed, 
these litt’ novels appear to be 
almost finger-exercises for M. 
Gide’s subtle later work.

Mr. Hillyer’s position, stated 
briefly, is that the Pisan Cantos 
are mostly obscure gibberish but 
that when they are intelligible 
they are insulting to the Ameri- 
can people. Pound makes refer- 
ence to ‘‘niggers,’’ pronounces a 
tearful elegy over the ‘“twice- 
crucified’’ Mussolini and his mis- 
tress Clara, accuses the Jews of 
fomenting wars for profit while 
the stupid “‘goyim’’+(Christians) 
tamely march out to be slaugh- 
tered. 

Mr. Hillyer’s indignant protest 
against the award is made as a 
citizen. Not unreasonably he is 


offended by the spectacle of hon- 
ors being heaped upon a man 
who left America as a youth, 
scorned its culture and joined 
forces with its enemies; and by 
an American jury in the name of 
an American governmental insti- 
tution, 

As the jurors are all good 
Americans (with the exception of 
the oddly included T. S. Eliot 
who is a citizen of Great Brit- 
ain) they couldn’t have been 
sympathetic to Pound’s ideas. 
Awarding him a prize, therefore, 
indicates their belief that the 
strength and beauty of poetry 
must be judged apart from its 
meaning and that the meaning— 
if any—can be disregarded. Ad- 
herence to that principle is what 
makes the greater part of “co- 
terie’’ poetry sound like a bad 
joke; and a private joke between 
the poet and his friends.

There is never any doubt in 
the mind of the reader that Spitz 
began his book thinking democ- 
racy was a good system, and this 
conviction never wavers. One is 
not disposed to quarrel with his 
conviction, or to find anything 
but praise for the effort of demol- 
ishing anti-democratic thought. 
Both Communism and Fascism 
embody anti-democratic notions 
that might well be examined in 
the clear light of day. 

On the other hand—and it is 
perhaps inevitable—the author’s 
argument occasionally over- 
shoots its mark. In the review-

er’s opinion Spitz over-shoots the 
mark when he insists that de- 
mocracy is served only at the ex- 
pense of denying the validity of 
any particular set of values.

and specific set of values— 
a whole tradition of values out 
of which democracy historically 
has evolved, 

In the same way, in his eager- 
ness to demolish all possible 
likeness to aristocracy, the au- 
thor seems to leave no room for 
an “elite of excellence” which is 
pretty hard to do without in a 
functioning society. If Spitz had 
argued that there are many such 
“elites’’ in a good democratic so- 
ciety—for instance, the best law- 
yers, the best physicians, the 
school children with the highest 
marks and the neighbors with 
the best reputation for kindness, 
etc.—instead of one all-inclusive 
“aristocracy,” however based, he 
would have been closer to real- 
ity. 

Rather, the writer seems to 
prefer mediocrity, on the theory 
that it is better to have a democ- 
racy of second-rate men than to 
run the risk of first-rate men 
becoming overly-ambitious. One 
doubts if it is necessary to 
choose in these terms.

Hurdler Craig Dixon of U.C.L.A.

in the 120-yard high hurdles in 
time of 13.9 segonds. Dixon is un- 
beaten in hurdle races this sea- 
son. 

Defending champion Mal Whit- 
field equalled the N.C.A.A. record 
in winning the 880-yard run in a 
duel with Herb Barten of Michi- 
gan.

Basement Space 


In Building All 


Cleared for Use : 


The way to keep the basement 
of a commercial structure clean 
and entirely open for the produc- 
tion of revenue is to put the heat- 
ing plant on the roof. One of the 
first installations of the kind here 
is in the newly completed proper- 
ty of the Leu Development Co. at 
the southwest corner of Delmar 
boulevard and North and South 
road, in University City. 

The idea of putting the heating 
plant “on the roof” was proposed 
by George, Charles and Kenneth 


Leutwiler, owners of the develop- 
ment company, and worked out 
for them by Architect John Mc- 
Master Cook, who designed the 
building; Robert R. Wright, the 
general contractor, and Harry F. 
Wilson, mechanical engineering 
firm. 

Architectural impressiveness has 
been achieved for the two-story 
concrete and steel building by add- 
ing a “half-story” tower room at 
the corner which faces the inter- 
section of the two streets. It is 
in this half story that the heating 
plant, hot-water tanks and _air- 
condition equipment are located. 

The heating plant is a low-pres- 
sure steam system with an oil- 
fired boiler. Oil is pumped from 
a tank underground, outside the 
building, through a continuous cir- 
cuit of piping, so that all pumped 
up and not required in the atom- 
izing process at the burner by- 
passes and slides back down to the 
tank. Thus there is no loss, nor 
overfeeding of the burner. With 
foroed-draft burning, no chimney 
is required to extend high above 
the building. 

Heat is transmitted to unit 
heaters on the first floor; to con- 
vector heaters recessed into the 
walls on the second floor. 

The building has a large corner 
store, occupied by a drug com- 
pany, a beauty shop and a bakery 
on the first floor. On the second 
floor there*are nine offices and 
four efficiency apartment. Park- 
ing facilities are maintained on 
an adjoining lot. 

The building is 50 by 95 feet, 
with the 95-foot frontage on Del- 
mar boulevard. 

Exterior trim and the facing of 
the tower are in white Bedford 
stone. 

The property, ground and build- 
ing, constitutes an estimated in- 
vestment of $150,000.

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KERR FIGHTS OLDS 


ON FPC FOR VIEWS 
UN GAS CONTROLS 


Oklahoma Senator Hits 
Back at Offitial Who 


Opposes Lifting Curb 
on Sales, Prices.

WASHINGTON, June 18—Sena- 
tor Robert S. Kerr (Dem.), Okla- 


homa, who has extensive oil and 
matural gas interests in three 
states, frankly told the Post- 
Dispatch today in an exclusive in- 
terview that he is opposing Senate 
confirmation of Leland Olds for a 
new term as federal power com- 
missioner because of Olds’s views 
on regulation of the gas industry. 

At the request of the Oklahoma 
State Legislature, which forward- 
ed a resolution to him, Senator 
Kerr has introduced a proposed 
amendment to the Natural Gas 
Act, which would have the effect 
of exempting from FPC regulatory 
jurisdiction field sales of natural 
gas made at “arm’s-length” for 
resale in interstate commerce. 
Long hearings have been held 
this year on the amendment, 
which Senator Kerr regards as 
fair and equitable, but which Olds 
is ardently opposing as a device 
for “crippling” the power of the 
commission. 

Favorable Report Expected. 

The amendment and the fight 
over Olds’s confirmation are inex- 
tricably intertwined. Both matters 
are pending before the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, of 
which Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado, is chairman. A 
subcommittee is expected to re- 
port favorably in the near future 
on the proposed amendment, de- 
spite the recorded oppositon of a 
majority of the FPC members— 
Olds, Thomas C. Buchanan and 
Claude L. Draper.’ Commission 
Chairman Nelson Lee Smith and 
member Harrington Wimberly fa- 
vor it.

“I believe he is sincere in his 
position, but so unstable that he 
should not be permitted to serve 
any further,” said Kerr. “And I 
think his position is highly unfair 
to the gas industry. You know, I 
supported his appointment some 
years ago, but I can’t go for this 
vacillation on his part.” 

Both Are Suspicious. 

Kerr, who two weeks ago un- 
euccessfully urged President Tru- 
man to drop Olds, went on to air 
his innermost suspicions of Olds 
—that he has as his “ultimate ob- 
jective” the complete nationaliza~- 
tion of the oil and gas industry. 
Olds, a militant liberal and vet- 
eran watchdog over consumers 
rights, has some suspicion of his 
own. He believes that the Kerr 
amendment is designed to pave 
the way for a sizable increase in 
natural gas prices to consumers. 

This he made clear in his tes- 
timony recently before the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee. He 
said, in part: “The main issue 
before your honorable committee 
involves the effect of the proposed 
amendment to the Natural Gas 
Act on the public interest. As I 
have already indicated, you can- 
not avoid passing upon that issue 
one way or the other, as Congress 
passed upon it in 1938.” 

“For,” he went on, “if you ap- 
prove the amendment, you will be 
freeing from any regulation what- 
goever the price which interstate 
pipelines must pay for gas de- 
livered to them by independent 
producers. On the other hand, if 
you reject the amendment, you 
will be affirming the jurisdiction 
to regulate such prices which the 
highest court in the land has held 
the Natural Gas Act vests in the 
Federal Power Commission.” 

Senator Kerr, former Governor 
of his state and keynoter in 1944, 
Democratic convention in 1944, 
has many friends in the Senate 
and House. An affable mixer, he 
has not kept from them his views 
on Olds’s confirmation, a fact 
that he confirmed for the Post- 
Dispatch while remonstrating that 
the Senate will act on its own 
authority in the matter. “Neverthe- 
less, Olds’s opponents, which in- 
clude the private utility interests, 
as distinct from the natural gas 
interests, have done their work 
efficiently. At the moment, only 
five of the 13 members of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
are known to be for Olds, with 
five or six opposed and the cthers 
presumably on the fence. 

Truman Reported for Olds. 

President Truman reportedly is 
determined that Olds shall be con- 
firmed, having renominated him 
in the face of what one White 
House source described as “terrific 
pressure” against Olds. It is also 
reported that Clark M. Clifford, 
White House counsel and the 
President’s closest adviser, has 
been given the assignment of 
seeking to save Olds from defeat. 

In connection with Senator 
Kerr’s avowed suspicion that 
Olds is socialistic at heart and 
wants to nationalize the gas in- 
dustry, the following excerpt from 
his testimony before the commit- 
tee is pertinent:

SAN FRANCISCO, June 18 (AP) 
—New evidence that the Moslem 
warlords of China’s northwest 
have joined the war against the 
Communists and are engaged in 
large-scale fighting came yester- 
day from the Communist radio. 

A Red broadcast heard in San 
Francisco asserted more than 4000 
troops of Gen. Ma Pu-fang had 
been wiped out in a three-day bat- 
tle immediately northwest of Sian. 
It said forces of his cousin, Gen. 
Ma Hung-kwei, also were engaged 
when each sent a full army group 
(a total of possibly 150,000 men) 
to cover the retreat of Gen. Hu 
Tsung-nan’s Nationalist regulars 
from Sian. Total Nationalist loss- 
és were put at 10,000 men. 
Capital of Shensi province, Sian 
is about 800 miles northwest of 
Shanghai. The Reds took it last 
month and said they were pursu- 
ing the Nationalists westward, but 
yesterday they put the scene of 
conflict only 20 miles northwest 
of Sian. 

Mo Pu-fang is governor of 
Tsinghai province, and his cousin 
Ma Hung-kwei governs Minghsia. 
Both provinces are huge ‘semi-iso- 
lated regions which the Mas have 
ruled for many years. Nominally 
they pay allegiance to the Nation- 
alist Government, but in practice 
are autonomous.

And so that you won't feel 
you're singularly unfortu- 
nate, Stern adds that only a 
small percentage of Amer- 
ican men don’t have their 


neckwear selected by their womenfolk.

“About 90 per cent of the women buy 75 per cent 
of the ties,” says Stern, explaining: “That’s because a 
woman may buy two at a time while the man will get 
10 at once.” 

Stern doesn’t hold with the old gag about the 
“Christmas tie” bought by the wife and forced upon the 
suffering husband,

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@ BUT THERE’S ONE DANGER the ladies may overlook, 
he warns. That's not getting a tie that fits dad, just as much 
as his shirts fit. 

A properly worn tie should extend to the top of the trousers, 
according to Stern, The small end should be from a half-inch 
to an inch shorter than the full end. 

When Pop puts on his Father’s day gift and finds the 
ends up around his chest, it’s a cinch he’s got a misfit. The 
same is true if the tie falls below his belt. And if he has to 
include any of the apron (that’s the wide part of the tie) in 
the knot and the knot comes out bulbous as a carbuncle, then 
surely the tie is not for him.

@ “IF YOU'VE GOT A SIZE 16 OR 17 collar, you wouldn’t 
try to wear a size 15 shirt,” says Stern, a dark-haired, rather 
round-faced, broad-shouldered, size 16 collar himself. “But 
that’s what most men do with ties. They don’t consider neck 
size makes a difference of several inches in the length. The 
Windsor knot requires two or three inches additional. 

“The man who's six feet or more needs a longer tie than 
the five-footer. And it makes a difference, too—not only in 
tie length but in width, if a man weighs around 300 or is a 


beanpole 130-pounder.” 


@ THIS IDEA OF sens ion to “fit” as well as to 
taste has been developed by Stern into a $250,000 a year busi- 
ness and has set a pattern for the trade. He got the inspira- 
tion seven years ago, when, as a clothing buyer for Sears-Roe- 
buck, he attended a sales meeting. 

“One of the men at the meeting was the national sales- 
manager. He was about four feet seven. His tie came down 
below his belt buckle. Another official there was about six 
feet five. His tie hung way up on his chest.” 

Stern’s customers cover the country and he’s got a card 
file with “specifications” for each. He has developed a basic 
height-collar size chart for custom made ties. His size 16 
collar and height—five, eight and one-half—indicate a 48-inch 
regular length, 51 inches for a Windsor and 52 inches for a 
“full” Windsor knot. 7

One reason for return to favor of hand-painted silks, 


says Stern, is that colorful cravats, once priced at $25 
up, can now be had for $5 and $6. A production print- 
process using silk screens has brought that about. 
During the war “hand-paints” sold for as much as 
$1500—an “only one of its kind in the world” painted 
by some noted artist. The screen-produced hand-paints 


are less limited. ,

@ WHILE MANY cuain IT, the origin of the hand-painted 
tie is obscure. Its popularity reached its peak in the war 
period when mass psychology demanded “lots of color and flash 
and there was lots of money to provide a high-priced market.” 

“The usual printed tie had about four or six colors,” Stern 
relates. “With the handpaint, you could get 15 or more.” 

How many ties should a Man have? “Depends on who the 
man is and what he does,” is Stern’s answer. “The average 
man has about two dozen, and he wears four all the time. I 
do myself—but I keep changing the four. People are always 
wanting the tie I’m wearing.”

All Detroit Is Wondering if Attempted Assassinations 
Are Part of Plot to Liquidate Top Leadership of 


Million-Member

DETROIT, June 18. 
HO shot the Reuthers? Is 
W there a plot to liquidate the 
top leadership of the million- 
member CIO United Automobile 
Workers? 

Thesé are salient and unsolved 
questions here. They are discussed 
daily by everyone from motor 
magnates to mechanics, and pon- 
dered over by perplexed police. 

When a recent shotgun blast in 
the dark felled mild-mannered 
Victor G. Reuther, 37-year-old edu- 
cational director of the union, ft 
dispelled any illusion that a simi- 
lar .attempt upon the life of his 
brother, Walter, turbulent head of 
the union, was an isolated attack 
by an enemy. 

Circumstances of the attempted 
assassinations, spaced 13 months 
apart, were similar. Clues are 
slim. Despite rewards totalling 
$217,500 and co-operation of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
no material progress towards solv- 
ing the twin shootings has been 
made. 

Search for a motive has pro- 
duced a number of theories. None 
may be safely excluded. They 
range from a crackpot with a 
homicidal grudge to a Communist 
plot, perhaps dictated from the 
Kremlin itself because of the 
Reuthers’ leadership in mobilizing 
labor to fight Communism in Eu- 
rope as well as their battles 
against Communists in their own 
union. 

Present too are such factors as 
disgruntled professional gamblers 
in the huge automobile plants here 
and a fringe of die-hard industrial- 
ists who despise all that the 
Reuthers advocate. 

Now the Reuther families are 
guarded around the clock by po- 
lice, state patrolmen, and armed 
unionists. Watch dogs are being 
trained for sentry duty at their 
homes. Roy Reuther, the third of 
the brothers in the union, is aware 
that he may be next. He attends 
to his duties as administrative as- 


' sistant to vice president John Liv- 


ingston, a former St. Louisan, as 
state police guard his suburban 
home. 

Walter, who may never again 
regain the use of his shattered 
right arm, has moved from a 
suburban bungalow, where he was 
shot by a foe who fired through 
a kitchen window, to a secret ad- 
dress further in the city. Two 
bodyguards are always with him. 
He travels in an armored Packard 
sedan, purchased by the union and 
equipped with bullet-proof glass, 
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ICTOR, a top union strategist, 

was spending the evening of 

May 24 at his home in the 
northwest section of the city. He 
told his three children, Carol Jean, 
9; Eric, 7, and John 5, good-night 
and sent them to bed. Then he 
settled back with a newspaper in 
a living room chair, facing a 
closed front window 15 feet away. 
His wife, Sophie, relaxed on a 
davenport three feet from his 
chair, was reading a magazine. 

Soon, shortly before midnight, 
there was a terrific blast. Some- 
one hidden in shrubbery beneath 
the window placed the muzzle of a 
.12-gauge shotgun against the pane 
and pulled both triggers simul- 
taneously. Victor, face and chest 
torn by slugs the size of peas, fell 
forward, eyeglasses smashed, den- 
tal bridge jarred to the floor, 
tongue torn. 

Slowly, he staggered to his feet, 
gasped “call an ambulance.” Mrs. 
Reuther, who narrowly escaped 
the pellets which riddled the room, 
telephoned police. Then she rushed 
out on the por¢h, calling “My 
God, Vic’s been shot.” 

Aroused neighbors saw nothing. 
They reported hearing a car move 
sputteringly away, as though it 
were an old machine with a slow 
pickup. When Walter was shot, 
his assailant was reported to have 
escaped in a maroon Ford sedan 
with a quick getaway. Abandoned 
in the shrubbery under Victor’s 
window was found the shotgun, 
barren of both fingerprints and a 
serial number. An imperfect heel 
print was nearby. 

Victor was taken to a receiving 
hospital and then removed to 
Henry Ford Hospital, a few blocks 
from the General Motors building 
which overlooks the union’s head- 
quarters. Physicians removed his 
right eye and extracted six pellets 
from his jaw and upper portion of

the chest. Some minor plastic 
surgery may be necessary. 

Walter, returning from a union 
meeting that Victor had passed 
up for what he anticipated would 
be a peaceful family evening, 
learned of the shooting over the 
radio in his armored car. He ar- 
rived at the hospital .as Victor 
was receiving blood transfusions. 
Grasping Victor’s hand with his 
left hand, Walter blurted: 

“Remember, Vic, how you held 
my hand a year ago? Now I’m 
holding yours. Keep fighting, Vic, 
keep fighting.” 

Subsequently, propped up in 
bed, Victor told investigators he 
neither saw nor heard anything 
before the gun was fired. He said 
he had no idea who shot him but 
was satisfied that the shooting 
was part of a plot that had des- 
ignated Walter as the first target. 

Victor recalled receiving several 
mysterious telephone calls just 
before and after Walter was shot. 
When he answered, the caller, ap- 
parently seeking to ascertain if 
he was at home, would hang up 
without speaking. Victor regard- 
ed the calls at the time as rou- 
tine annoyances. Although his 
telephone number is unlisted it is 
known to many union members 
and might readily become avail- 
able to others. 

“IT don’t know who is responsible 
for this plot,” Victor said, “but 
there «must be organization and 
money behind it. If the backers 
didn’t have money the reward 
(then $115,500) for Walter’s shoot- 
ing would tempt someone. 

“It could be that Communists 
were behind this. Maybe anti- 
unionists are responsible. Maybe 
we've got personal enemies wé 
don’t know about. 

“My wife and I were careful 
after Walter got shot. We kept 


the shades down and we didn’t

go out alone. But as time went 
on and nothing’ happened we got 
careless. After all, no one likes 
to live like a hunted. animal.” 

Victor recalled trips to western 
Europe as co-chairman of the An- 
glo-American Committee on Pro- 
ductivity and for the Economic 
Co-operation Administration. He 
said he worked with anti-Commu- 
nists in England and Germany 
and was instrumental in financing 
anti-Communis campaigns in 
Germany. He also participated in 
the international trade union con- 
ference at London last summer. 
Like his brother, Walter, he has 
been opposed to Communism since 
1933 when they left Wayne Uni- 
versity to make a bicycle tour of 
Europe, stopping to work in the 
Gorky automobile plant in the 
Soviet Union.

XHIBITING his wounds to the 

writer, Victor observed that he 

was relieved that his injured 
tongue would heal since “that’s 
what I make my living with.” He 
said he hoped he would be able 
to appear at the union’s conven- 
tion at Milwaukee next month and 
expressed appreciation for a let- 
ter of sympathy from his friend, 
Bishop William Scarlett, of St. 
Louis. 

“At first I sympathized with 
myself,” Victor said, “but now I 
think I’m the luckiest guy in the 
world. It’s great just to be alive.” 

Roy Reuther, while not profes- 
sing to possess a “crystal ball” 
was inclined to consider the pos- 
sibility of an international Com- 
munist plot. The Reuthers routed 
the Communists from administra- 
tive power in the union in 1947, 
prior to their anti-Communist ef- 
forts abroad.

Politically, the assaults have 
strengthened the Reuther ad- 
ministration. If inspired by Com- 
munists, they have defeated their 
purpose since they have made the 
Reuthers martyrs. Walter Reuther 
now is certain to be re-elected 
president of the union at next 
month’s convention, possibly by 
acclamation. Criticism of his 
trade union tactics, some of it 
emanating from his political ad- 
herents, will be greatly curtailed. 
-Yet the Reuther circle of Com- 
munist foes is wide. It embraces 
left wing elements in the Fa 
Equipment Workers union, whit 
has. rebuffed urgings of Philip 
Murray, president of the CIO, to 
merge with the auto workers. The 
United Electrical Workers, sparked 
by left wing leaders, have accused 
the auto workers of raiding their 
ranks. Much bitterness has been 
engendered. Pitched battles have 
occurred with some of the FE 
members. 

To complicate the hostile pic- 
ture, there exists here remnants 
of the Black Legion and a Ku 
Klux Klan Klavern which has en- 
listed some auto workers.

The reward offer {s tempting 
bait, especially if a confederacy 
exists to bring about murder at a 
price.

000. Wayne county has posted 
$15,500 in thé case of Walter and 
$2000 for Victor’s assailant. Re- 
ward notices have been sent fo 
Italy, France, England and. Ger- 
many as well as_ distributed 
throughout this country. An in- 
ternational man-hunt is on.

A Float Trip Down 
Jack's Fork River

E left Possom Trot Farm late on Wednesday afternoon 
W for our Jack’s Fork float trip. Cars were piled high with 
duffel and fishing gear. We looked at the clouds on the 
horizon and hoped it wouldn’t rain. The drive down Highway 
21 to Ellington leads through 

some of the most picturesque 

scenery of the Ozarks. This 

year it is particularly beauti- 

ful because frequent spring 

rains have brought forest 

and farmland foliage to an 

| unusual perfection. 

At Ellington we turned 
aside on Highway 106, which 
leads out to Current river 
at Powder Mill Ferry and 
thence to Eminence, which 
was to be our starting point. 
It was still not quite dark 
when we reached the Cur- 
rent, and Bill Smith was 
waiting to “set us across” 
on his ferry which runs by 
river-power. 

The stream was high 
and had that tinge of color 
which the natives call 

“dingy.” There would obviously be no fishing here for several 
days; nor, said Bill, had Current river been in good shape for 
fishing since the season opened. 
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@ GLENN AND LEXIE, WHO WERE TAKING this float as 
the start of a two weeks vacation, told Bill to reserve one of 
his cabins on the river bank for the following week, when 
they’d be back with their daughters, Carol and young Lexie. 
Once across, we pushed on for Eminence and a late supper 
before heading out the last 40 miles to Buck Hollow, where 
our guides would have camp set up on the river bank, 

But supper took longer than we expected, for we went to 
the hotel and had steak and French fried potatoes, and a talk 
with Ben Searcy. Meanwhile I dropped over to Fry’s store, 
which is headquarters for the Ozark Boating Co., and found 
Albert Russell and one of the Counts boys waiting to drive to 
Buck Hollow with us and bring the cars back to Eminence 
where we would “take out” of the river three days later. 
Garland Winterbottom had taken the outfit on up to our 
starting point during the afternoon, so that cgmp would be 
ready, r 
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It was nine o’clock when we turned north from 
Highway 60 onto 17 and drove the last few miles to the 
bridge across Jack’s Fork. Here we found the boys 
waiting; Garland and Ches and Marvin and Leroy. 
Quickly the duffel was transferred from cars to boats, 
for camp was on the “object” side of the river, as the 
Ozark expression has it. 
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@ TO THE HILLS AND OURSELVES, and to Harry Smith, 
this landing on a river bank at night and ferrying across to 
camp was no new experience, I think Harry’s wife, who was 
making her first float, had some misgivings; but before the 
three days were over we voted her the best sport of the trip. 

Once in camp, we found the tents pitched snugly on the 
gravel bar and cots set up, so it was no more than a few 
minutes before bed rolls were laid out and we were tucked in 
for the night. A few feet away, the swiftly running water sung 
its ceaseless melody, and from back in the hollows the barred 
owls boomed to provide a woodland serenade. Once I woke to 
see the lightning playing, off to the southwest; but no rain 
came to.bother our dreams. 
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@ WE WERE UP EARLY, BUT ALREADY Garland had the 
cook-fire going and the big coffee pot a-boil. The table was 
set, as is the custom, on a cot which is covered with a folding 
rigid top. A great bow! of crisp-fried bacon stayed warm beside 
the fire. Garland was mixing pancake batter, while Leroy had 
a huge skillet ready for fried eggs. Ches and Marvin made 
themselves busy opening tomato and orange juice. You see 
from this that you’re expected, on a float trip, to eat hearty 
of food that will stay with you through the long morning on 
the stream. 

I’d made floats with Garland Winterbottom before, so knew 
from experience that we could expect a trip perfectly organized 
for comfort, for safety on the river, for taking our share of 
fish if there were fish to be caught and for food which couldn't 
be matched at the Waldorf. Moreover, since this was the 
first season for him and his partner, all the equipment was 
new and of the best. Boats, grub boxes, the big ice-chest and 
the chest which holds the cooking gear, tents—all were as clean 
and fresh as you'd want them in your own household. 
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It might be interesting to say a few words about 
how these floats are outfitted. There is a fishing boat 
for every two fishermen—although this doesn’t mean 
that you can’t just ride along enjoying the scenery, tak- 
ing pictures, listening to the constant music of the song 
birds, and trying to identify the countless ferns and 
flowers and shrubs which grow along the bank. 
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@ THEN THERE ARE THE COMMISSARY boats, built on 
the same design, but larger, to carry the heavy load of duffel. 
On a small stream like Jack’s Fork, these can’t be too heavily 
loaded, so we had one for the gear belonging to our party 
and the other for ice-box, tents and all the other camp equip- 
ment. On such a float, the fishermen can pack their personal 
belongings after breakfast and start downstream, 

Meanwhile the boys running “commissary” clean up, break 
eamp, load their big boats and get under way. Sometime dur- 
- #ng the morning they'll pass you on the river, to pull up on a 
shady gravel bar and have luncheon ready at noon. In the 
afternoon the procedure is the same, so that you come to the 
day’s end to find camp made, the tents pitched, the cooking 
fire blazing away between two big logs and supper not far off, 
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@ JACK’S FORK IS NOT MUCH MORE than a creek up at 
Buck Hollow, but we were lucky enough to find it up perhaps 
ae foot and running crystal clear, in ideal shape for fishing and 
not too difficult for the commissary boats to negotiate, The 
gtream is our favorite for many reasons. Along this wild 
valley grows perhaps the greatest profusion of flowers and 
«flowering shrubs to be found anywhere in the Ozarks, which 
also means in America. If this state wanted to create a per 
manent wildlife refuge and bird sanctuary, no better place 
coula be found than che Jack’s Fork watershed. 
"<” Sfere you are never out of hearing of the wood thrush 
from morning until night. Vireo, summer tanager and yellow- 
breasted chat sing all day long. In small crevices in the great 
Jimestone bluffs nest the phoebe and cliff and bank swallows,

. Four-Time Pulitzer Prize Winner Turns 
From Serious Writing to Do Mu- 
sical Comedy With Irving Berlin 
— Show Expected to Be Smash Hit

PHILADELPHIA, June 18. 

FEW weeks ago Robert E. 
A srerwooa achieved his fourth 

Pulitzer Prize for his first non- 
fiction tome, the highly-lauded, 
979-page biographical history, 
“Roosevelt and Hopkins.” Now 
the tall, lanky playwright is en- 
gaged in invading still another 


\ new field. 


This time it’s musical comedy. 
The author of “Idiot’s Delight,” 
“Abe Lincoln in Illinois,” “There 
Shall Be No Night”—Pulitzer 
Prize-winners all—and of “The 
Petrified Forest,” “Reunion in Vi- 
enna” and other boxoffice suc- 
cesses has written the libretto of 
a tuneshow that critics predict 
will be a smash hit on Broadway. 


With music by Irving Berlin 
and direction by Moss Hart, him- 
self a Pulitzer Prize playwright, 
this opus, “Miss Liberty,” had its 
tryout here last Monday and was 
warmly acclaimed. It will open 
in New York on July 7. 


After spending two and a half 
years on painstaking research for 
“Roosevelt and Hopkins” — bur- 
rowing through the towering 
mound of Harry Hopkins’ private 
papers; making trans-Atlantic 
hops to confer with Winston 
Churchill, Anthony Eden and 
other British bigwigs; corner- 
ing generals-and statesmen by the 
dozens—Sherwood is enjoying the 
change of pace. 

“Miss Liberty,” which concerns 
historical events of 1885, has re- 
quired research, too—but with a 
difference. Although it’s based 
loosely on France’s presentation 
of Frederic Auguste Bartholdi’s 
Statue of Liberty to the United 
States and on a circulation war 
between rival newspaper publish- 
ers Joseph Pulitzer and James 
Gordon Bennett, the musical deals 
mainly with an entirely fictional 
search for the young model who 
posed for the statue and an at- 
tempt to bring her to the United 
States for publicity reasons. 

“Isn’t it wonderful,” Sherwood 
exclaims, “not to have to worry 
about historical accuracy!” 

While he ig relieved to be back 
in his own theatrical bailiwick 
again, Sherwood, who towers a 
startling six-foot-seven or more 
(“When I was a soldier in World 
War I, I said ‘six-six’—it sounded 
better and saved time—and ‘I 
haven’t been measured since”), 
stresses the fact that he didn’t 
find digging up data for “Roose- 
velt” an onerous chore. 

“I enjoyed working on it,” he 
gays. “Having all the Harry Hop- 
kins papers available for. study 
was a one-in-a-lifetime opportun- 
ity. Moreover, after all the years 
of play-writing, there was a won- 
derful sense of freedom in not 
having to worry about keeping 
everything within four walls and 
within a two-hour-and-15-minute 
running time. 


“And there was never any need 
to grope for characters. The won-

“I’ve always sort of hankered 
to do a musical with Irving Ber- 
lin,” said Sherwood. “I’ve known 
Irving for 25 years, and we've 
talked about collaborating from 
time to time. 


“As a matter of fact, we once 
did. In 1936, when I _ wrote 
‘Idiot’s Delight,’ I needed a song 
for Harry Van, the hoofer, the 
role played by Alfred Lunt. I 
used one of Irving’s old timers— 
‘Putting on the Ritz.’ In addition, 
Lunt suggested that he should do 
a soft shoe dance routine. I men- 
tioned this to Irving, who im- 
mediately wrote a special chorus 
to the tune of ‘Swanee River’ and 
attended rehearsals to stage the

“Miss Liberty,” the present Sher- 
wood-Berlin collaboration, stems 
back to a wartime incident. 


“I crossed the Atlantic on the 
Queen Mary, the only civilian amid 
15,000 troops,” says Sherwood. 
“They were, outwardly, a pretty 
hard-boiled lot—tough and cynical. 
But when we passed the Statue 
of Liberty, everybody clambered 
out on deck, though it was a cold, 
snowy day, to take a look. I was 
greatly impressed by the emotion 
that sight of the statue generated 
among these soldiers, It struck me 
then that the statue might provide 
an interesting basis for a show. 


“I frequently get ideas that don’t 
linger’ very long. But this one 
stuck. And even last September, 
when I was in England, putting 
finishing touches to ‘Roosevelt,’ it 
kept popping up in my mind. Irv- 
ing happened to be in London at 
the time, and I mentioned it to 
him as a musical comedy possibil- 
ity. At first he thought I was kid- 
ding. I finally persuaded him that 
I wasn’t. 

“The following month we 
started work on the show in New 
York, shifting from his office to 
my apartment to his house. And 
then in February I went to Moss 
Hart’s home in Bucks County, Pa., 
to wind it up.” Sherwood, Berlin 
and Hart are all co-producers of 
the new musical.

Sherwood became a feature 
writer for a Boston newspaper 
and held the job for two days— 
until he was assigned to interview 
the dean of women of a Boston 
college on the subject of premari- 
tal sex relations and took decided 
liberties with her views, 

“I thought her ideas were much 
too dull,” he recalls. 


On the staff of the pre-pictures 
Life from 1920 to 1928, he ad- 
vanced from film critic to editor, 
but his association with the maga- 
zine was abruptly terminated when 
he refused to treat with proper 
veneration the subjects of Herbert 
Hoover and Prohibition. 


Although he had written a play, 
“Tom Ruggle’s Surprise,” when he 
was only 10, and had been active 
in Hasty Pudding productions, it 
was the urgent need for liquidat- 
ing some debts that inspired Sher- 
wood’s first post-Harvard attempt 
at dramatic writing. That was 
“The Road to Rome” in 1926, This 
rather unorthodox explanation of 
Hannibal’s decision to turn back 
at the gates of Rome was a re- 
sounding success. Subsequent plays 
included “The Love Nest,” “The 
Queen’s Husband” and an adapta- 
tion of “Tovarich.” 


Although his four Pulitzer 
Prizes, his “Oscar” for the screen- 
play of “The Best Years of Our 
Lives,” his inclusion in short story 
anthologies and his status in po- 
litical circles have promoted the 
fable that Sherwood has never 
known failure, the playwright is 
quick to challenge it. 

“A novel I worked on for two 


years, ‘Unending Crusade,’ nobody 
ever heard of,” he points out. “Of 
the short stories I wrote, one was 
pretty good;: the rest were ter- 
rible. And three of my plays— 
‘The Rugged Path,’ ‘This Is New 
York’ and ‘Waterloo Bridge’— 
lasted only: eight weeks apiece on 
Broadway. That’s one of the won- 
derful things about the theater. 
People literally forget the flops. 
Why, even George S. Kaufman, 
who is an encyclopedia of the 
theater, told me recently, ‘You’re 
the only one of us who never had 
a flop.’ 


“T listed the proofs that he was 
wrong. ‘Oh, those,’ George said, 
‘they don’t matter.’ 

“But I told him they had mat- 
tered a great deal to me at the 
time.” 
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HERWOOD'S plans for the fu- 
S ture? “Well, first,” he says 

musingly, “my wife and I hope 
to go to our house in Surrey, in 
England, sometime in July, after 
we're sure of ‘Miss Liberty’s’ fate. 
Then to France and Italy. I’m 
looking forward to visiting Venice 
for the first time. 


“IT don’t have a play in mind at 
the moment, but of course I hope 
some ideas will come along. I 
think I'd like to work on another 
movie, but one in which I could 
use a story idea of my own and 
write it from beginning to end 
myself, without interference. 


“That wouldn’t be a radical de- 
parture for Hollywood. It’s per- 
mitted from time to time, but not 
as often as it should be. I don’t 
have a plot for such a movie at 
present. But I know definitely 
that I'd like to do something 
simple and American.”

became their shortstop. 

Back in 1935 a tall skinny 18- 
year-old baseball prospect and his 
high school girl friend walked into 
the office of the Chattanooga 
(Tenn.) Lookouts of the Southern 
Association. He had been working 
out with the club, and it was 
nearly game-time. Could he have 
a pass to the game for Mary, 
please? : 
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F Marty had been an alderman 
J with a paunch, a man with 

enough influence to favor the 
ball club’s. side of an argument 
over a city ordinance, he would 
have had no trouble getting a pass 
for the girl friend. But he was 
just a nobody to the Chattanooga 
club official, a young man, too. 

The answer was no. There was 
an argument. Words grew hotter, 
and the club official, Calvin Grif- 
fith, adopted son of the owner of 
the Washington Senators, finally 
asked the time-honored, “Just who 
in the hell do you think you are?” 

“I’m Marty Marion, and I’m go- 
ing home,” the nobody said, taking 
his girl by the hand and walking 
out of the door in a high dudgeon 
that tost Chattanooga and — more 
important—Washington one of the 
greatest shortstops who ever 
ranged around a major-league in- 
field. 

Eventually Marty married the 
girl, his high-school sweetheart, 
and eventually, too, he became a 
$20,000-a-year star and perhaps the

only player ever to win a league’s 
most valuable award on_ sheer 
fielding brilliance. But Marion and 
the Cardinals owe his career to 
more than just that boxoffice 
brushoff back at Chattanooga. 


The second of a railroad man’s 
four sons, Marty was 10 years 
old and living in Atlanta, Ga., 
when he suffered an injury that 
deprived him of a normal child- 
hood and left only the slimmest 
chance of participating in ath- 
letics, 


Marty was playing make-believe 
that day. He was back at his 
birthplace, Richburg, S. C., but the 
time was two centuries earlier, 
and he was a famed ancestor, 
General Francis Marion, the Old 
Swamp Fox who drove the Red- 
coats crazy with his guerrilla tac- 
tics in the Revolutionary War. 
Then he slipped and fell off a 
20 - foot embankment, and he 
wasn’t the fearless Old Swamp 
Fox any more. He was just a 
crumpled little kid groaning with 
pain. 

His father, John Marion, didn’t 
find his boy for nearly an hour. 
Marty had suffered a compound

fracture of the right leg above 
the knee. The leg mended crook- 
edly and had to be rebroken. The 
jagged ends of the bone were tied 
together with silver wire, and 44 
stitches were required to com- 
plete the operation. It was seven 
long months before Marty was 
taken out of a cast. He spent an- 
other whole year hobbling on 
crutches. Even after he pitched 
’em aside, a worried mother al- 
ways was there with a don't-do- 
this and a don’t-do-that. 

Today the right thigh of the 
famous player with the familiar 
pipe-stem legs still is smaller in 
circumference than the other. So 
at Georgia Tech, where he went 
for mechanical drawing with the 
blessings of his mother, who had 
had a year of college, Marty was 
forbidden to play football, But by 
then as the boy began to acquire 
agility and a normal gait, his 
father saw to it that baseball 
was put on the approved list. 

Pa Marion’s own budding base- 
bal' career had been ended by a 
broken leg, but he wanted his 
boys to play the game. Now the 
oldest son, John Jr., who played 
the outfield briefly for Washing- 
ton, is manager of a Boston Red 
Sox farm team at Roanoke, Va. 
Roy, the second youngest, is an 
infielder at Charleston, S.C. But, 
of course, sandy-haired, gray-eyed 
Martin, the only one who wasn’t 
a redhead, went the farthest. 
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CTUALLY only the Cardinals’ 
A interest in his closest friend, a 

promising third baseman 
named Johnny Echols, brought 
Marion into professional baseball, 
Echols, who never made the grade, 
wouldn’t go to St. Louis at Branch 
Rickey’s request and the Cardi- 
nals’ expense unless buddy Marty 
went along. Frankie Frisch, then 
managing the Gas House Gang, 
remembers Daddy Long Legs. 

“He was a major-league short- 
stop even then, a master fielder, 
but,” Frisch recalls, “he was the 
worst, the weakest hitter I ever 
saw.” 

Marion quit college, but he need- 
ed four years in the minor leagues 
before he could reach the Cardi- 
nals, to fill a shortstop hole creat- 
ed by the departure of Lippy Leo 
Durocher ; 


Long, lean and limber, with a 
wide cruising range to right or 
left, in or out, Slats, as the players 
had begun to call him, presented a 
perfect picture of rhythm, syn- 
chronizing his body actions into 
one flowing motion while fielding 
ground balls. And getting the ball 


away quickly, he soon proved he 
could throw strikes to first base. 
At first, too, he hit better than he 
had im the bushes. 


However, early in his third ma- 
jor league season he was hitting 
a pallid .100. And passing through 
a Pullman car, Baseball Writer J. 
Roy Stockton observed Marion, 
long lege draped over a seat, run- 
ning fingers through his hair and 
frowning intently at a book. Stock- 
ton recognized a troubled young 
man when he saw one. 


“I’m brushing up on my mechan- 
ical drawing,” Marty said, looking 
up. “The way I’m hitting, getting 
worse instead of better, I’m ready 
to quit this game before I’m asked 
to.” 
In one popular story, Rogers 
Hornsby, the great hitter, is cred- 
ited with having improved Ma- 
rion’s hitting to a modestly ef- 
ficient .260 lifetime average. In 
another version, Billy Southworth, 
then manager of the Cardinals, 
was supposed to have altered Mar- 
ty’s batting style and helped his 
hitting. 

“I’m sorry,” the player says po-

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litely, “I’d like to go along with 
those stories if they were true, 
but they aren’t. I improved at 
the plate by changing around on 
my own, hitting more to right 
field, studying pitchers and over- 
coming a complex. When I came 
up, a poor hitter and good fielder, 
the older players told me, ‘You 
worry about the fielding; we'll 
do the hitting.’ I believed them 
for a time, but now I'd rather hit 
than field.” 

For several seasons Marion had 
been bothered by a sacroiliac that 
popped out, of place, causing in- 
tense pain, and a year ago his 
left knee caved at spring training. 
So throughout last season he wore 
a corset on his back, an elastic 
brace on his knee and, to protect 
a persistent charleyhorse, a thick 
strip of heavy adhesive tape on 
his right thigh. Now, however, 
after thorough off-season care and 
treatment, Ol’ Bones and Baling 
Wire says he’s feeling better than 
he has for years. 

Whenever the thrifty Scotch- 
Irishman does retire as a player, 
he'll be in sound financial condi- 
tion, though then he’d like a 
chance at a front-office future in 
baseball. No, he doesn’t want to 
be a manager. 
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NTELLIGENT and articulate, 

persuasive in a disarming way, 

Marion has driven a sharp bar- 
gain in brief contractual boldouts, 
and three years ago he designed 
the basic plan for the ball players’ 
pension fund. His ability as a 
salesman was demonstrated even 
earlier, 


Six. winters ago the energetic 
stringbean went over to Marion, 
Ill., a town of 15,000 located 150 
miles from here, and won favor as 
a soft drink good-will agent in a 
town named for his ancestor, Old 
Swamp Fox Marion. For three 
years: during the winter months 
he pounded the St. Louis pave- 
ments as a contact man for a 
printing company. Now he owns 
a 160-acre South Carolina farm, 
where his father sees that the cot- 
ton and grain pay off; a six-room 
two-story house in® Richmond 
Heights and a prosperous beer 
distributing ‘agency in Cape Gi- 
rardeau, Mo. 

Marion neither drinks nor 
smokes, but his hearty appetite 
belies his slender physique. He 
prefers five medium-sized meals 
a day, and his favorite is South- 
ern-fried chicken. 

Marion would like to do more 
wood-working, swimming, hunting 
and fishing. But between base- 
ball and his off-season business, 
he’s a doting husband and father. 
Marty and Mary, the comely bru- 
nette he married in 1937, have 
three daughters — Martinna, 8; 
Ginger, 4, and Linda, 11 months. 

The Marion girls are getting big 
enough now so that they’ll be able 
to answer that postman’s ring 
soon to see what some nice man 
has sent to Daddy, baseball’s Mr. 
Shortstop and one of its better 
ambassadors of goodwill.

Gloom 


Enough 
For All

NEW YORK, June 14. 


HE jitters, a normal state of 
mind at the end of any radio 
season, seems worse this year 


®than at any time since the audion 


tube was invented, There's gloom 
among the ad men, gloom among 
the radio entertainers, and there 
ought to be, if there isn’t, gloom 
among us listeners. 

Economy is the battle cry. In 
fact, economy has almost reached 
the status of a watchword. If 
economy meant only that Hddie 
Cantor, say, was to get a $4000 a 
week salary cut, it wouldn’t be 
any skin off anyone’s nose except 
Mr. Cantor’s and, if you think 
that’s al] the tired old metaphors 
I have in stock, you’re wrong. 

Frankly, the way the wind is 
blowing, the way in short the 
twig is being bent, the situation 
is so black most of the better 
shows can’t see their hands in 
front of their faces. 
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“Variety” has just run sev- 
eral lists a yard long showing 
the shows which will be or are 
begging for sponsors, They in- 
clude Fred Allen (who is quit- 
ting for a year regardless), Oz- 
ern,” Al Jolson and Eddie Can- 
zie and Harriet, “Duffy’s Tav- 
tor—to name only a few. 

Of course, this sort of thing 
goes on every summer and most 
of the good ones get back on 
the air. But there are indica- 
tions this year is a little differ- 
ent, 
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AS EXAMPLES of «what is go- 
ing on, take these two. Fred Ware 
ing, who along with Arthur Gédéd- 
frey is one of the bright spots on: 
the daytime air, is being dropped, 
His replacement will be “We]come 
Travelers,” a real little horror 
composed largely of the squealing . 
of housewives. , 

“Duffy’s Tavern” will be re 
placed by “Break the Bank,” 
which, of course, doles out money. 

The tendency is against any 
show that takes creative brains or 
genuine talent and in favor of all 
programs which hand out ice- 
boxes, or on which a housewife is 
asked if she can remember her 
own name. 

New personalities will be re- 
garded with the utmost suspicion 
and new ideas with even more 
than the customary horror. 
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THERE MUST BE an immedi- 
ate Hooperating or the sponsor 
will lose interest and the easiest 
way to get a Hooper is to give 
something away, preferably an 
elephant with rubies in its tusks. 

“Fibber McGee and Molly couldn't 
get started today,” one wise and 
embittered entertainer said the 
other day. “They'd be dropped 
after 13 weeks. | 

“It took years of careful nur- 
ture to make a popular show of 
the McGees. Today the sponsor is 
only interested in a decimal point, 
You can ask him how his show is 
and he says, ‘Well, it got an 8.3.’ 

“In any other branch of show 
business, he’d say, ‘Well, the first 
act is good, the second is weak’— 
something intelligent. In this busie 


ness you’re defeated by a num- 
ber.” 
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The outcry against Hooperat- 
ings, a system many entertain- 
ers regard as hopelessly capri- 
cious—though they employ more 
malignant language than that~— 
is more strident than at any 
time in my memory. 
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SPONSORS ARE LOOKING for 
shows that cost from $3500° to 
$7000 a week in place of the $10,- 
000 to $25,000 they were once will- 
ing to spend. This isn’t neces- 
sarily a bad thing. | 

There are some excellent shows 
—“My Friend Irma,” “Godfrey's 
Talent Scouts”—in the low brack- 
ets and some real stinkers in the 
upper ones. 


However, since agency income is 
composed of 15 per cent of the 
billings, it may mean drastic 
shrinkage in staffs and salaries. 

Out in Hollywood, Corny Jack- 
son, vice president of J. Walter 
Thompson, grimly told a couple of 
hitherto $1000-and-up writers 
they’d better grab any offer of 
$500—if they could get it. Many 
writers, “Variety” observes, may 
have to get along next year with 
their ’49 Cadillacs, an unthinkable 
indignity. . 
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MUCH OF THE SAVINGS in 
radio is being transferred into 
television. Ford, for example, is 
dropping both its big radio shows, 
Fred Allen and Ford Theater, to 
concentrate entirely on television. 

The prospects for television are 
not altogether bright either. One 
advertising executive commented 
sourly: “It took radio 25 years 
to get: this terrible. Television 
is starting out from that point. 
Television is beginning with ‘Stop 
the Music.’ That’s where radio 
left .off.”

Young Sculptor 
To Tour Europe

ICHARD STOCKARD, winner 
R of the first $1500 foreign travel 

fellowship in sculpture at 
Washington University, recently 
spent 11 days exploring New 
York museums and galleries noted 
for sculpture. Last week he took 
off fcr England, to pursue the 
game course there, in France and 
Italy and to study as well the ways 
of the people. Just before he left 
St. Louis, he told of his plans, 
which seemed laid with a genuine 
sense of dedication. 

With resources enriched by a 
summer of travel, Stockard, now 
22 years old, will return to Wash- 
ington University next fall for an- 
other year of study. Under terms 
of the anonymous donor, $1100 will 
be spent abroad, the balance pro- 
viding another year’s tuition here. 
To Stockard, this unusual provi- 
sion, which was not announced 
publicly at the time of the com- 
petition, seems ideally wise, for 
reasons both selfish and altruistic. 
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“THE PLAN will enable me to 
work hard at sculpture promptly 


on my return and try to assimi- | 


late, with the help of a faculty I 
know well, some of the great art 
of the past that I will have seen 
on my trip,” he said. “Although 
students and faculty work closely 
and informally here anyway, I 
hope I'll be able to help fellow 
students more immediately as a re- 
sult of my fresh experience abroad. 

“The best thing, of course, 
would be for everyone who is seri- 
ous to get the same chance later. 
I’m hoping that, if I make the 
most of my award, maybe other 
persons with the means will give 
further fellowships. That would 
be a shot in the arm for art in 
St. Louis.” 

Stockard still finds it hard to be- 
lieve he really will see the cathe- 
drals and stathes he has dreamed 
about ever since, as a  book- 
‘fish child, he discovered them 
in his home town library in Law- 
renceburg, Tenn. He is the son of 
Dr. Thomas James Stockard and 
Was graduated in a class of 70 
from the local high school, which 
effered no courses in art. 
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“TENNESSEE,” as he has been 
called at the university, said Law- 
renceburg boasted no sculptors so 
far as he could discover. He had 
to send off for modeling clay, with 
which he experimented for hours 
almost every day. As high school 
graduation approached, he wrote 
for catalogues of art schools in all 
parts of the country. He chose 
the school here on the basis of its 
principles, faculty and plant. 

He said he never regretted the 
choice. “Coming to St. Louis was 
a milestone in the life of a small- 
town boy like me,” he said. “Look 
what it has led to! I knew I want- 
ed to go abroad more than to do 
anything else, but I had no idea 
when I’d be able to make the 

With H. Richard Duhme, his 
sculpture teacher, who also was 
the winner of a foreign travel fel- 
lowship, Stockard has been able to 
plot his tour almost from day to 
day, in order to absorb some of 
the art treasures which young 
artists often miss. 
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“MR. DUHME,” he said, “has 
told me of out-of-the-way churches 
and chapels that are good for 
sculpture though they are not 
often heard of. Naturally I'll see 
Stonehenge arid Salisbury Cathe- 
dral in England and the Louvre in 
Paris, but I plan to visit also the 
obscure church of Ste. Chapelle, 
near Notre Dame, and others 
along the Brittany coast, and a 
remarkable wood-carving school in 
Brienz, Switzerland. Then [ll 
travel as far south _ orm as 
Naples, stopping at art centers in 
Venice jeer Florence. I hope to 
study ceramics in Holland as well 
as Belgian sculpture and churches. 

“The wonderful feature of a 
travel fellowship is that you are 
exposed to more different influ- 
ences than if you stay in any one 
school, where a_ single great 
teacher often is dominant. Per- 
haps, too, the different peoples are 
as important for an artist as their 
art. 
“T mean to stay away from 
places dressed up for tourists. 
Then the money will go further, 
and I'll sense more of the reality 
of the countries I visit—the cus- 
toms, ideas, individuals. Instead 
of seeing art copied in books, rll 
experience it on the spot. It will 
be aim to feel the spirit which 
et its natural surroundings, 


casts on life.”

OE E. MARKS, the comedian

“Ah, Joe Miller,” 
that to say ‘That's a Joe Miller,’ 
means a joke is old. It also means 
it stinks. Joe was an English 
actor, who died somewhere 
around 1790, I forget the exact 
date. When the show was over 
and the boys would all repair to 
the local tavern, Joe, who was an 
excellent ®comedian in a play, 
would try out some clever sayings 
he made up. They usually were 
pretty punk. He got off one good 
one that I read about, and only 
He said to another actor: 
“T can contrive a witticism on 
any subject. Give me one.’ The 
other actor said, ‘The King.’ ‘The 
King,’ said Joe, taking a swig of 


ale to honor His Majesty. ‘Ah, but 
the King is not a subject. He is 
a ruler. ”

“YOU CALL that 
asked. 

“Well,” said Joe Marks. “It was 
good for Joe Miller. He got so no- 
torious for his tavern gags that 
whenever a bad-pun was pulled 
anywhere, people would say, 
‘That’s a Joe Miller. One day, 
Joe went to his reward, leaving 
his widow, as so many actors do, 
without funds. Friends of his pub- 
lished a paper bodklet with 190 of 
his jokes to raise funds for the 
widow. They got out another issue 
whenever she ran out of money. 
I have about 10 of those early 
English publications in my library 
of joke books I have at my home 
at Covington, Kentucky — about 
4500 books. Collected them from 
all over the world——” 

“Now,” I interrupted. “That gag 
example you were about to give.” 

“Oh, yes,” said Joe, who looks 
like a shrunk-down edition of 
Percy Kilbride, with a bald-spot 
fringe. “I’ve made quite a study 
of gags. I once heard there were 
only seven original jokes, that all 
others were derivatives, but tha 
isn’t so. There are hundreds of 
original jokes. But I have con- 
cluded that you can classify all 
comedy under four headings. One 
—the comedy of jokes, gags, clever 
lines. Two, the comedy of fSrops— 
the big cigar, the falling pants, 
the custard pie. Three, comedy o 
mannerisms—the way Groucho 
Marx leers, or another comedian 
waves his hand, or regular bus- 
iness, or pantomime. Four, the 
comedy of situation. There: the 
humor arises from the predica- 
ment the characters are in, and 
you laugh at the lines because 
they accentuate the situation— 
you know, a woman thrusts a 
baby into the hero’s arms and 
beats it, and the hero’s girl comes 
along and says, ‘You rat, you 
didn’t tell me you weré married,’ 
and so on. Or a farce like ‘Room 
Service.’

“A COMEDIAN who relies on 
props and mannerisms is called a 
‘sight’ comic in show business. 
One who can rattle off jokes is 
a gag comic. Chaplin, Lloyd, 
all the old silent comedians, were 
‘sight men.’ Bob Hope is a ‘gag’ 
comic. Bobby Clark is a combina- 
tion. A good example of contrast 
was had in the show, ‘High But- 
ton Shoes.’ Sid Silvers, who did 
it in New York, was strictly a 
gag man. Eddie Foy, who played 
it in Chicago and on the road, 
was a pure sight man—he had to 
do it entirely differently. What 
wa@ call a book comic is a man 
who sticks to his lines, doesn’t add 
his own brand of mannerisms and 
lingo. One kind of sight comedi- 
an is a mugger, or a ‘skull.’ Uses 
great-facial expression. Like Ed- 
gar Kennedy on his famous ‘slow- 
burn.’ Everett Horton is a fine 
skull—he’s a master of the dou- 
ble-take. Frank Morgan is a mug- 
ger, but chiefly through his voice 
—you notice his trick voice, how 
he gets his effects with a voice 
break. Groucho Marx is a come- 
dian who is a gag and mannerism 
man— but he’s more than that— 
he’s a genuine wit in his own 
right.” 

“That example—” I interjected. 

“Of course,” said Joe courteous- 
ly. “Let me see. You know most 
of the joKes you hear are switch- 
eroos. You go to a gag file and 
get a good joke on the subject you 
want, and switch it. Take ‘Who 
was the lady I seen you walking 
down the street with last night?’

“BUT THAT’S NOT what you 
want,” said Joe hastily. “You 
want a history of a gag.

It’s not 
the audience that changes, unless 
the play’s taken to a foreign coun- 
try. You'll find it’s the fault of 
the actors. Once we found a line 
was lost for laughs because one 
actor, unknowingly and innocent- 
ly, was moving across stage as the 
other one started his gag. We call 
any actor who tries to kill anoth- 
er's laugh a ‘fly-catcher’ — you 
know, he snatches at a fly the 
moment the other guy gets to his 
punch line. I played ‘Bloomer 
Girl’ for three years, the 
time of the first tryout show in 
Philly, through two years on 
Broadway to the day it closed on

South studied the dummy and 
saw that he would have virtually 
no chance for nine tricks unless 
he could set up and run the heart 
suit. So, with the fervent hope 
that West, not East, would get in, 
South cashed the heart ace, pre- 
paratory to leading toward dum- 
my’s Q10. 

The usual, and often intelligent 
measure employed by a defender 
in West’s position, is to play low 
on the heart ace and again low on 
the second lead, thus giving de- 
clarer the chance to go astray by 
putting in the 10, When there has 
been no bidding, this defense very 
often succeeds, because declarer 
may have cause to play dummy’s 
nine or 10 in the hope of forcing 
out the king. 

In this case, however, West 
knew that: he would not trap his 
adversary in any such fashion, so, 
when the heart ace was cashed, 
West coolly followed suit with the 
king! After that, South had no 
chance to establish hearts without 
giving East the lead, and also had 
no chance for his contract. 

West’s play was not as “desper- 
late” as it may appear. Obviously, 
if declarer had held the A-J of 
hearts, he would have gone to 
dummy in diamonds and finessed 
to his own jack; and if he had 
held A-x-x-x of hearts, he probably 
would have supported North’s suit, 
over North’s three-club bid, in- 
stead of persisting with no-trump.

AT SPAIN is a big eater because he’s a big man who does 

N a lot of heavy work. A chain man in the Granite City 

Steel Company’s north warehouse, he walks 16 to 20 miles 

a day attaching and detaching loads of steel carried by an 

overhead crane in the long building. He's five feet nine inches 
tall, but he weighs 365 pounds. 

Spain works the 7 a.m.-3:30 p.m. shift and eats five times 
a day. He has breakfast at 5 a.m., a “snack” at 9 a.m., lunch 
at noon, dinner at 4:30 p.m. and something before retiring at 
midnight. His favorite foods are pig knuckles and pork chops— 
in large quantities, of course. He also loves eggs, usually con- 
sumes seven at breakfast. To maintain an adequate and econom- 
ical supply, he keeps a flock of chickens in his back yard at 
1820 Cole street. About the only thing he doesn’t like in way of 
food and drink is coffee. 

Spain is 43 years old, the fourth oldest in a family of 21 
children, 13 of whom are living. He says he wasn't such a 
large baby, having weighed “only 14 pounds” at birth, As a 
youth of 17, when he began working at the steel plant in 1923, 
he weighed 185 but has steadily put on weight ever since. An 
aunt was the real heavyweight of the Spain family; she tipped 
the scales at 450. 

Nat's size is matched by his strength and exceeded by his 
good nature. His smile and sense of humor serve as buffers 
against kidding by co-workers. One time he squelched a scoffer 
by lifting. quite casually, two 170-pound steel rails—one in each 
hand. To prove to a skeptic that he could do it, he orice hoisted 
the front end of a new automobile several inches off the ground. 

Asked why his miles of daily hiking fail to keep him 
trimmed to a mere 300, he replied with a chuckle: “That just 
gives me an appetite.”

IVER is important in the diet because it 
contains a number of food elements re- 
quired to maintain good health. In the 
matter of nutritional value, the only differ- 
ence between beef and calf liver is the cost. 

Liver can be turned into any of a num- 
ber of palatable dishes. One of. these is 
creamed liver in casserole. In preparing 
this dish, Gloria Vieten and Eileene Dunn, 
graduates this year of Webster College, 
where they majored in dietetics, first allow 
sliced liver to simmer in hot water for 15 
minutes. Mushrooms are washed and sliced. 
Bacon drippings are melted in a skillet, 
mushrooms are put in and sauteed for a 


‘few minutes. The liver is drained, diced 


coarsely, then added to contents of skillet, 


which are heated slowly. Meanwhile, but- 
ter, flour and milk are combined into a thin 
cream: sauce. It is poured over sauteed 
mushrooms and liver. All is seasoned to 
taste, then turned into a casserole, topped 
with buttered bread crumbs and baked in 
a slow oven (325 degrees) for 30 minutes. 

INGREDIENTS: Two cups sliced mush- 
rooms, two tablespoons bacon drippings, 
two and one-half cups diced cooked liver. 
For cream sauce: Four tablespoons butter, 
two and one-half tablespoons flour, three- 
fourths cup each evaporated milk and wa- 
ter, one-half teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
black pepper, dash of paprika. For topping: 
Five tablespoons melted butter, one-half 
cup crumbs. These amounts will serve four.
